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RUMANIAN AFTERMATH 


Jew-Law Still Goes 
Forward 
ANTONESCU’S NEW PLANS 


The new Rumanian Minister of Justice, Judge Docan, 
has ordered the release of all persons, including thousands 
of Jews, arrested by the Iron Guard rebels during the 
rebellion. But at the same time, the Minister of Labour, 
Professor Tomescu, has announced that the new Govern- 
ment is determined to apply rigidly the Jew-law introduced 
by the previous Government. Within a year, he said, the 
Jews would be ousted from all economic positions. 

On the other hand, the Government ts said to be preparing 
a law to annul all forced sales of property of Jews made before 
September 6 last, the property to be returned to the original 


Ihe Mayor of Ploesti has sent a letter to the local Jewish 
Communal Board expressing his deep sympathy with the Jewish 
suflerers of the pogroms, and severely censuring the rioters. 
{In this town, the tron Guards threw a bomb into a house 
in which twenty-four Jews—men, women, and children-—had 
barricaded themselves. All were killed.) 

In accordance with instructions issued by the Premier, General 
Antonescu, priests condemned the rebellion and the pogroms 
in their sermons and urged that the Government alone was 
competent to solve the Jewish problem. Even in Germany, they 
claimed (ignoring the many savage anti-Jewish outbreaks that 
have taken place in that country), individual action against Jews 
is prohibited, and it is left to the Government to deal with 
the Jewish question by legislation. 

Papers controlled by General Antonescu throw all the blame 
on Horia Sima, the -Vice-Premier and leader of the Iron Guards, 
who, they say, released criminals from the prisons and told 
them to attack the Jews. 

The Press and the wireless in Germany and in Italy, and in 
other countries under Nazi control, sought to justify the pogroms 
on the ground that the Iron Guard, who, in the opinion of 
the German Jew-baiters, constituted “ the best elements” of 
Rumanian, youth, were right in their desire “to destroy the 
domination of the Jews.” And with their tongue in. their 
cheek, the Nazis described the Rumanian pogroms as merely a 
Ralkan method of sowing the Jewish problem, in contrast to 
the “ legal "’ methods adopted in Germany. 

In Italy, the Fascists also described the pogroms as a protest 
of the Rumanian National youth against the Jewish elements 
“who were responsible for the tragic position of the country.” 
Navi-controlled. French papers in Paris said that “ Jewish Com- 
munsts " provoked the progrom, and that the rioters merely 
tred to avert the dangers which threatened their country from 
Jews and Freemasons.

STAMFORD HILL 


A squadron of the new Air Training Corps has been 
formed by the Stamford Hill Boys’ Club and ts now being 
recruited at the headquarters, 69, Stamford Hill, N. 

A Committee formed to look after the interests of the 
squadron consists of Colonel the Rt. Hon. Viscount Bearsted, 
M.C., Sir Albert Clavering, Major William Schonfield, T.D., 
Dr. M. Hyman, and Mr. Douglas L. W. Schotield. The Com- 
mittee will work in co-opertaion with the general scheme to be 
organised by the Hackney Borough Council. 

It is not proposed to limit membership of the squadron 
to members of the Club—all boys between the ages of 16 to 18 
will be welcomed. Boys are required to give a promise to 
join the Air Force on completion of their training, and to 
devote four to five hours per week to training 

The syllabus will cover ground instruction in aeronautical 
subjects, science, mathematics, drill, etc., and is intended to be 
especially valuable in providing educational facilities that will 
improve the chances A promotion in the R.A.F. of boys who 
would not otherwise have the opportunity of attaining a high 
educational standard. All the training will be given outside of 
the usual working or school hours.

A.R.P. WARDEN 


Stepney Man’s * Exemplary Conduct "’ 


Mr. Samuel H. Donner, an A.R.P. Warden in Stepney, 
appeared in the list of decorations announced last week 
for gallant conduct by members of the Civil Defence 
Services. He has been awarded the British Empire Medal 
(Civil Division), for “ meritorious service and in recognition 
of his exemplary conduct” ir an air raid. He went into 
a house which had just been bombed and played a major 
part in the rescue of no fewer than eight people at the time 


when the walls were in danger of immediate collapse and 


close by was an unexploded bomb. 


INTERNMENT CAMPS 
IN ‘CANADA 


Returned Refugee’s Story 


SOME ASTONISHING 
BLUNDERS 


A first-hand account of conditions in the Canadian camps 
for refugee internees has been given to me (writes a JEWIsH 
CHRONICLE representative) by an intermee who has just 
returned from there. 

He, and others, Ieft the Isle of Man on July 2. In 
Liverpool they were taken on board a troopship, in. which 
he says, conditions were unsatisfactory in every way. The 
ship was overcrowded and there was a lack of hammocks, 
with the result that people had to sleep higgledy-piggledy below 
CUR. 

There were about 1,200 refugees on board and 400 prisoners 
of war The quarters in which the refugees were put were 
wired off from the rest of the ship, and only a narrow door 
gave access to the deck This .would have led to extreme 
danger im case of an emergency. Ihere had been no boat 
drills, although lifebelts were issued. 

Food, said the imternee, was very scanty, only two meals 
a day being provided. Ihe reason given was that. the 
authorities had only expected half the number of those who 
had been transported. 

My informant added that treatment on the ship was very 
harsh. “ Jewish refugees,” he said, were called “ the scum 
of the earth and a “lousy lot" by the miiitary Commanding 
Officer. 

They arrived in Canada on July 13, and were classified there 
as Prisoners of War, Class 


Received As Prisoners of War 


The Canadian authorities, he went on, were expecting, on 
the basis of information Which they had received, “ dangerous 
people, parachutists, fifth columnists,” and so on. “ We were 
received accordingly by a very strong contingent of armed 
forces and brought to camp in. buses which were 
surrounded by motor-cyclists complete with sub-machine-guns in 
their side-cars. The regulations which were applied to us 
were those intended for prisoners of war. We were not allowed 
to write about our release or re-emigration to the USA, 
and could not get in touch with refugee organisations or 
Members of Parliament. Mail and censorship restrictions were 
very strictly enforced, and we were obliged to wear prisoners 
of war clothes with a big red circle which was sewn into the 
backs of shirts, pullovers, and coats. The trousers were 
decorated with a broad red stripe along one side.” 

The refugee internees themselves took every possible oppor- 
tunity to protest against this stigma, and pointed out that they 
were refugees from Nazi oppression. A_ vote taken in the 
camp resulted in 83 per cent. of the internees asking to be 
separated from the small group of Nazis or Nazi sympathisers 
who were with them in the same camp. 

Ninety per cent.’of the refugees of camp “L™ refused to 
give their names to the “ Protective Power,” that ts, the Swiss 
Legation in Canada. 

* We even refused,”” he said, “* to use the letter forms marked 
‘Prisoners of War Mail’ because we felt that by using these 
forms we might endanger our relatives and frends 1n_ the 
United Kingdom or the United. States.” As to actual life tn 
the camp, the food was always ample; and when the cold set 
in sufficient fuel and warm clothing were supplied. 

Tréatment in camp. “ L “ was satisfactory with the exception 
of a regrettable incident which had occurred on the first night, 
when, during a search of our pockets, money and other valuables 
were stolen. A ‘court martial which was ordered found that 
certain of the N.C.O.s and soldiers who were ordered to do 
the searching had been guilty. of the theft. Some of them 
were punished, but there was no refund to the internees of 
the stolen property.

FIRM ACTION AGAINST FASCISTS 
A Watch on Slogan-Writers 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


1 have called attention to the scurrilous anti-Jewish 
slogans which have again begun to make their appearance 
on walls and hoardings in London and the Provinces. 
Individuals who are engaged in such activities are taking 
a serious risk, and there is no doubt, I learn, that the 
police will deal with anybody who ts caught defacing walls 
with these slogans. 

If the offender should prove a Fascist who has been released 
from detention, it is safe to assume that he can expect to be 
sent back. Large numbers of the smaller Fascist fry have been 
released in recent months, but their release, it has been made 
clear, is based on the assumption that they will behave them- 
selves. In some cases the release is subject to various 
conditions. 

The Home Office, I gather, is determined that there shall 
be no relaxation of vigilance on its part; and the present 
subterranean efforts of a number of Fascists and anti-Semites 
will be ruthlessly stamped out. 


Z.0. AND N.Z.0. AGREE 
—TO DIFFER 


Hebrew Press Comment on 
Rumours 


The rumour that negotiations have been taking place for 
an agreement between the New Zionist Organisation and 
the World Zionist Organisation has been widely discussed 
in the whole of the Hebrew Press of Palestine, with the 
exception of Davar, the Hebrew Labour daily, reports the 
J.U.A. (This rumour has been categorically denied by Dr. 
Altman, head of the New Zionist Organisation in Palestine, 
as .was reported last week.) 

Hapoker emphasises the necessity for such an agreement, 
while Haaretz expresses doubt whether an agreement between 
the two bodies would improve the internal situation. Hamasn- 
Kip says: “ So long as official Zionism will not return to the 
principles of Herzl and will not consent to a National Assembly 
iree to every Jew without payment of the Shekel, there is no 
possibility that the Revisionists will return.” In the meantime, 
the journal advises those who sincerely wish for Zionist unity 
to pay no attention to false rumours, which, it says, are often 
put about to create disunity in the Yishuv. 

No statement has been made officially on the reports from 
Palestine by the Zionist Organisation in London 

Phe Chaiumatr the Administrative Committee of the New 
Zionist Organisation in London (Mr. A. Abrahams) has made 
a statement, in the course of which he said: There was no 
foundation whatever tor the report spread in Palestine of ari 
agreement between the New Zionist Organisation and the Old 
Ziomst Organisation. The relations between the two. organisa- 
tions were unchanged. The leadership of the New Zionist 
Organisation drew a distmetion between the question of unity 
and the question of co-operation between the two organisa- 
tions. The N.Z.O. in various parts of the world. had been 
in touch with Old Zionist leaders in the hope that co-operation 
on agreed matters could be attained during the war, but the 
result had been nil, concluded the statement

MORE SOLICITUDE FOR 
SUSPECTS 


18B’s Spreading Fascist Propaganda ? 
RULES NOT STRICTLY ENFORCED 


Mr. Marcus Samuet (Con., Putney) asked the Home Secre- 
tary last week whether he is acting with the same celerity in 
the review of cases of British subjects detained under Regula- 
tion 18b as he is in that of aliens. 

Mr. Morrison: Yes, Sir. 


Mr. Samuel: Will the right hon. gentleman give as much 
consideration to British subjects as to foreigners? 

Mr. Morrison: Yes, Sir. 

Viscountess Davipson (Con., Hemel Hempstead) asked the 
Home Secretary how many recommendations have been received 
from the Home Office Advisory Committee appointed to hear 
appeals from persons detained under Defence Regulation 18b: 
and in how many cases is his decision still outstanding. 

Mr, Morrison: The figures are approximately 1,300 and 300 
respectively. 

Viscountess Davidson asked the Home Secretary, taking into 
consideration the fact that the women detained in Holloway 
Prison under Defence Regulation 18b are not convicts, whether 
he will consider transferring them, if they so wish after their 
appeal has been heard, to the Isle of Man or to some other 
womens camp where they would get proper exercise and 
suitable amenities. 

Mr. Morrison: IL have already been considering this / point. 
While there is nothing to prevent detention in the Isle of Man 
of persons of enemy nationality detained under the Preroga- 
tive. | am advised that my powers of detaining other persons 
under the Emergency Powers Act do not cover detention in 
the Isle of Man. | am, however, examining the question 
whether it is practicable to arrange that any of the latter class 
of persons who volunteer to go to the island can be sent there. 

Miss Ratupone (Ind., English Universities): Will the right 
hon. gentleman, if he does send these people to the Isle of 
Man, take care that they are so placed that they are not in 
a position to conduct Fascist propaganda among their fellow- 
mictnees, of which there are some cases? 

Mr. Morrison: I will consider that point, which, indeed. 
reflects the general policy of the Department in so far as it 
is practicable to apply it, but [I should be rather comforted if 
1 could feel that the anti-Fascists and the anti-Nazis would 
not be altogether unwilling to engage in propaganda ‘themselves. 


“ Dinner Parties” in Brixton 


Captain” SHaw (Con., Wavertree) asked the Home Secretary 
whether it has’ been found possible, under Brixton Prison regu- 
lations, strictly to comply with the provisions set forth in 
Command Paper 6162. 

Mr. Morrison: Yes, Sir, except that it has hitherto not been 
possible to arrange for meals in association. Now that the 
numbers detained in prison are of more manageable propor- 
tions, consideration is to be given to this question. The 
detained persons have been allowed to associate during the 
hours set apart for labour, although they do not work and, 
if the rules were enforced strictly,«they would be kept in their 
cells during these hours. 

Captain Shaw: -Is the right hon. gentleman aware that these 
people do not get all the privileges that a prisoner on remand 
gets: and will he see that they do. get such privileges? 

Mr. Morrison: 1 think my answer indicates that the under- 
taking given in the White Paper has been substantially carried 
out 

Captain Shaw: But will the right hon. gentleman see that 
they get the same privileges as prisoners on remand? 

Captain Shaw asked the Home Secretary whether he will insti- 
tute a judicial inquiry to report on the working of the Advisory 
Committee dealing. with persons detained under the Defence of 
the Realm Act, Regulation 18b. 

Mr. Morrison: I am not” aware of the need for any such 
inquiry. 

Captain Shaw: Does not my right hon. friend think there 
are good reasons for instituting a judicial inquiry to report on 
this matter? 

Mr. Morrison: I do not agree. I have read the reports mn 
all cases under Regulation 1I8b—they have run into several 
hundreds—and I think the Advisory Committees carry out 
their work adequately. 


CONSCRIPTION OF POLES IN BRITAIN 


Mr. Silverman asked the Home Secretary whether he has 
now completed his inquiries into the questions concerning the 
alleged abuse by the Polish authorities, with the co-operation 
of Scotland Yard, of the provisions of the Allied Forces Act, 
1940. 

Mr. Morrison: Immediately after the question § asked 
by my hon. friend on December 19 I had exhaustive inquiries 
made, as a result of which it would appear that the allegation 
that the civil police were in any way concerned must have 
been made under a misapprehension. My right hon. friend 
the Secretary of State for War has been consulted, and I under- 
stand that the question whether the Polish authorities have 
jurisdiction over these men under the provisions of the Allied 
Forces Act is under discussion with those authorities. 

Mr. Silverman: Does my right hon friend recall that when 
I asked a question on this matter in December he invited me 
to send him particulars of cases about which I knew. I sent 
these particulars. and would like to know whether he has 
investigated these cases and, if so, with what result? 

Mr. Morrison: Yes, Sir. These cases which I have investt- 
gated are based oh the information which my hon. friend 
supplied to me, and my reply is the result of this investigation, 

Caprain Atan GraHam (Con., Wirral): Is the right hon. 
gentleman aware that there have been numerous instances of 
Polish citizens endeavouring to eVade their military duties? 

Mr. Morrison: I should want notice of that question. 


NAZIS AND ANTI-NAZIS AT HUYTON 


Mr. Manner (L., Wolverhampton) asked the Home Secre- 
tary the position with regard to the presence in the same intern- 
ment camp at Huyton of Nazis and anti-Nazis, Fascists and 
anti-Fascists; and whether steps are being taken to isolate 
them from each other. 

Mr. Morrison: The only recent change with regard to this 
camp has been the arrival of 204 internees brought back from 
Canada for consideration of their cases with a view to release. 
These are being accommodated temporarily in a part of the 
camp quite separate from that in which Nazis or pro-Germans 
are interned. There are also five Italians temporarily in the 
camp, four of whom are in hospital. 


EXCHANGE OF INTERNEES 
Home Secretary’s Denial 


Ma, Siiverman (Lab., Nelson) asked the Home Secretary to 
what extent female internees in the Isle of Man are being 
released from internment on signing a declaration that they 
are willing to return to Germany as and when opportunity 
offers in exchange for British citizens there interned: and why 
persons who have in that way declared their German sym- 
pathies are released while genuine refugees from Nazi oppres- 
sion, who will never willingly return to their oppressors, are 
still detained. ‘ 

Mr. Morrison: I think that my hon. friend is under a mis- 
apprehension. No internees are being or would be_ released 
with a view to repatriation to Germany at some future date. 
If there were a possibility of repatriating any internees who 
desired to return to Germany and there were no security objec- 
tions to their repatriation they would be taken under escort 
direct from the internment camp to the ship. 

Mr. Silverman: Do I understand from my right hon. friend's 
reply that no women have been released from the Isle of Man 
on signing such a declaration as is referred to in my question? 

Mr. Morrison: That is my information, but if my hon, 
friend has information to the contrary I will gladly look into it. 


WOMEN ALIENS AND WAR SERVICE 


Our Lobby Correspondent writes: 

A free German refugee named Leonora Bendit wrote recently 
to Colonel J. C. Wedgwood, M.P., expressing her keenness to 
help in any capacity in Britain's war work and against the Ger- 
mans. Colonel Wedgwood was struck by the excellence of 
the letter and put it before Mr. Bevin. The Minister of Labour 
was impressed, and the result was that the young woman was 
soon placed in work. This was the beginning of the move- 
ment that led to women aliens being admitted to the A.T.S., a 
departure which is promising great success. 

Colonel Wedgwood is now trying to get them admitted also 
to civilian services like fire-spotting, A.R.P., and A.F.S.

HISTADRUTH AND THE 
REVISIONISTS 


Discussions at Council Meeting 
* PRIVATE CONVERSATIONS ” 


The Histadruth Haovdim (General Federation of Jewish 
Labour in Palestine) held its 42nd meeting of the Council 
in Tel-Aviv last week. The sessions lasted for three days, 
Among matters reported was the fact that 4,500 members 
of the Histadruth are serving with the British Forces, and 
at more than one session warm discussions took place on 
the question of an agreement with the Revisionists. 

The first session, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, was 
devoted to the Sheloshim for the late Dov Hos and Ben Yaakov. 

The speakers included Mr. David Remez, one of the leaders 
of the Histadruth, Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political 
Department of the Jewish Agency, and Mr. Joseph Baratz, 
founder of Dagania. 

Mr. Abraham Hartzfeld announced that the Histadruth was 
preparing a memorial of Mr Hos, in the form of an agricul- 
tural settlement in Southern Palestine, and appealed for every 
effort to be made to bring the scheme to speedy realisation. 
(at the final session it was decided to proclaim the month of 
Shevat as the period during which the necessary action for 
the scheme should be taken.) 


4,500 Members in the Forces 


In opening the second session, Mr. Remez gave a review of 
twenty years of rapid and steady achievement. Instead of the 
five pioneering setticments it had owned in 1919, the Hista- 
druth now -possessed 129 independent farming communities on 
Keren Kayemeth (Jewish National Fund) land, populated 
by 32,000 souls, said Mr Remez. These, together with the 
town workers, made up a total of 120,000 members of the 
Histadruth, of whom 4,500 were now serving with the British 
Forces. The Histadruth had brought to Palestine 45,000 trained 
pioneers, the majority of whom had taken up work on the land. 

Mr Shlomo Kaplansky, on behalf of the meeting, uttered a 
message of good wishes to the British people in the United 
Kingdom and the Empire. especially to the trade unions and 
the Labour Party. He also voiced the congratulations of the 
Histadruth on the magnificent victories in Libya. 

At the third session, Mr Zalman Abramovitch, of the Poale 
Zion, demanded the expansion and strengthening of the Labou: 
movement im Palestine, as well as an agreement with the Arab 
workers, but rejected the proposal of any agreement with non- 
Labour elements within the Zionist movement. 

Mr. Moshe Kolodni representing the General Zionist 
Workers’ Wing within the Histadruth, “ which does not recog- 
nise Marx as a teacher and does not desire the hegemony of the 
Histadruth, being in the movement only because it is the best 
instrument for the accomplishment of Zionist aims,” called 
for concentration and unity among Zionist workers, as well as 
the establishment of a more just inner regime. 


When a Holiday Can Be Declared! 


Mr. Kolodni also made a plea for agreement with the 
Revisionists, adding: ** The day when that agreement is signed 
will be a holiday for the Histadruth, the Yishuv, and the 
Zionist movement.”

Conversations with the Revisionists 


Al a resumed sitting the opposition fractions raised the ques- 
ion of the discussions for an agreement with the Revisionists 
which were reported in the Right wing press to be proceeding. 

Mr. Remez, the Chairman, said that any agreement con- 
cerning labour problems and relations would be brought before 
the authoritative bodies of the Histadruth through the proper 
channels. 

Mr. Eliahu Golomb and Mr. Berl Katznelson denied the right 
of the opposition parties, which had not accepted the discipline 
of the Histadruth in political matters, to interfere in negotiations 
with political parties and outside organisations, adding that the 
negotiations were at present only in the stage of private con- 
versations which would be brought before the respective bodies 
if and when they took concrete shape. 

The Conference decided by 29 votes to 7 to accept the Chair- 
mans statement. 

Messrs. Golomb and Katznelson added that they would pro- 
ceed with the negotiations when and where necessity dictated, 
for the benefit of Zionism and the Labour movement. 

Mr. Abraham Hartzfeld demanded continued and incessant 
colonisation, for which, he said, the entire national capital must 
be used. 

Among the resolutions passed at the final session (some of 
which are referred to above) was one which provided that steps 
should be taken to secure the livelihood of workers too old 
to continue their activities 

The political session will be held next month.

_ According to the annual report of the Foreign Trade Institute 
for the year ended Septembef 30, 1940. states Paicor. about 
1,500 orders were handled on behalf of some 200 local manu- 
lacturers in Palestine.

SOUTH AFRICA SENDS £14,000 
Help for War Efforts and Relief Needs 


The Jewish Agency in Jerusalem, reports Palcor, has received 
£14,000 as a first instalment from the South African Joint 
Emergency Appeal, recently launched for Palestine, European, 
and South African Jewish relict needs. 

This amount its earmarked for such purposes as the develop- 
ment of aviation, Jewish soldiers’ welfare, and A.R.P.. for the 
special expenses connected with the Yishuv’s war efforts. 
including sea training, the victims of air raids, European immi- 

rants and war refugees, for veteran Zionists, and for the stimu- 
ation of new war industries and new colonisation. 

A sum of £5,000 has also been deposited with the Anglo- 
Palestine Bank with a request by South African Zionists that 
it be used to finance Palestinian exports to the Union of South 
Africa. 


CANADIAN ZIONISTS DEMAND 
JEWISH ARMY 


The twenty-sixth conference of the Canadian Zionist 
Organisation held in Montreal recently passed a _ resolu- 
tion asking that Jews should be afforded the opportunity of 
raising a Jewish Army in both Palestine and the Diaspora. 

Other resolutions, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, 
declared that the principal task of the Canadian Zionist 
Organisation would be to assist in procuring after the war 
“the establishment of Palestine as a Jewish Commonwealth 
within the British Commonwealth of Nations,” and deplored the 
ene a of the White Paper on Jewish immigration into 
Palestine. 

Mr. A. J. Freiman was elected President of the Organisation 
for the twenty-third time. 


DR. HERZOG IN AMERICA 
Palestinian Chief Rabbi’s Mission 


Chief Rabbi of Palestine, arrived in New York 
last week in the steamship President Adams. He expects to 
make a stay of three months. 

Dr. Herzog has announced that he is secking a sum of a 


milion dollars in order to send to Palestine 1.500 Yeshiva 


students and 200 Rabbis, and to aid 130 religious institutions 
in Palestine. “ 1 expect American Jewry to rise to the heights 
of this historic emergency,” he added.

RECONSTITUTING THE MOCATTA LIBRARY 
Important Collection Bought by Jewish 
Historical Society 


The collection of Anglo-Judaica forming the library of the 
late Maurice Myers has been purchased for the Jewish 
Historical Society of England as the basis of the reconstitu- 
tion of the Mocatta Library, which, as reported some time 
ago, was destroyed by enemy action. 

The Maurice Myers’ collection was brought together by his 

father, the late Asher I. Myers, who was for many years 
editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE, and it was one of the finest 
of its kind in existence. Among its treasures is what was 
believed to be the only copy of the Cartwright Petition of 
1648 for the recall of the Jews to this country, and a unique 
run of Anglo-Jewish calendars from 1772 onwards, with 
interesting details of coaches, market-days, and so on. 
_ Mrs. Maurice Myers had previously presented to the library, 
in memory of her late husband, another of the treasures of 
the collection, a- grangerised copy of Picciotto’s “ Sketches of 
Anglo-Jewish History,” enlarged to two folio volumes by the 
addition of portraits, caricatures, broadsheets, autograph 
letters, etc. 

Through these acquisitions, the new Mocatta Library. though 
badly in need of standard works and lacking some important 
earlier volumes, is already in a position to bear comparison 
with the old. 


American Appeal for Library Gifts 


An appeal is to be launched in America to duplicate, through 
gifts from friends and collectors, the historical works lost 
when the library and records of the Jewish Historical Society 
of England were destroyed in an air raid on London, reports 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency from New York. This announce- 
ment was made at the 42nd annual meeting of the American 
Jewish Historical Society, held at the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of New York. 

Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach, who was re-elected President of 
the Society, said that Dr. Cecil Roth President of the British 
group, had written from Oxford describing the loss of the 
Society’s headquarters and priceless library, and had con- 
tinued, “ But the Society is not dg! down under this blow, 
which would clearly be to play the Nazi game.” 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Bread of Heaven 


He gave them in plenty the bread of heaven.—(Psalm 
cv, 40). 


HE reference in the Psalm is to an incident which is 
Poescrived in the Sidra, the sending of manna in the 

wilderness. When the problem of the food supply 
began to trouble the Israelites, they confrasted their present 
plight unfavourably with their former status in Egypt. 
They cried: “Would that we had died by the hand of 
the Lord in the land of Egypt. when we sat by the flesh- 
pots, when we did eat bread to the full.” In providing 
them with their needs in the wilderness, God accordingly 
did more than send them food. He supplied it in such 
a way that, if they had understanding hearts, they might 
learn wholesome lessons which would stand them in good 
stead in the future, when they were an independent people 
in their homeland. Therefore God replied to the com- 
laint with the words: “ Behold, I will cause to rain bread 
rom heaven for you; and the people shall go out and 
gather a.day’s portion every day, that I may prove them, 
whether they will walk in My law, or not.” The appear- 
ance of the bread of heaven was to be accompanied by 
peculiar features which would indicate the path to social 
contentment and happiness. 


The first point to note is: “The people shall go out 


and gather.” A body of collectors was not to be appointed 
to fetch the supply needed by the community and dis- 
tribute it. All who wanted food had to obtain it for 
themselves and their household. The clear moral hereby 
taught was that there was not to be a working class toiling 
for an idle privileged class. All who were physically 
capable had to share the work which was to be done. 
And “a day’s portion every day™ was to be gathered. 
They must not go out one day to collect as much as could 
be carried away and hoard it. “Let no man leave of it 
until the morning” was the explicit instruction; and when 
it was ignored, the residue became foul and bred worms. 


WO thoughts are discernible-in that regulation. It was, 
first, a warning against the greedy accumulation of 
more than was required... Secondly, the Rabbis read into 
it a fine idea which they illustrated by a parable.. A king 
had a son to whom he made each year an allowance to 
cover the whole of that period. The consequence was 
that the son absented himself for many months at a time, 
and only when it was necessary to draw his allowance was 
he mindful of the fact that he had a father upon whom 
he was dependent. The king grieved over his son's neglect. 
until one of the councillors, noticing his distress, proffered 
the advice. “ You can make the prince more attentive to 
you by discontinuing the yearly allowance and giving him 
instead sufficient for only one day. He will then feel 
impelled to come to you daily.” 

Searching for their food day by day, the Israelites were 
kept ever mindful of their dependence upon God; and that 
lesson has not lost its force. Man still needs to be reminded 
of the truth that he lives by the Divine providence. That 
consciousness prevents his succumbing to the vice of pride. 
self-indulgence, and carelessness of the wants of his 
fellows. 

Another peculiarity of the manna was that it had to be 
sought early in the morning. “ When the sun grew hot, 11 
melted.” declares the Bible. This was a warning against 
sloth and an encouragement of industry. ~ Sleeping late 
in the morning drives a man out of the world,” was the 
Rabbinical teaching. Life is a competition, and they who 
slacken are left behind in the race. One should not only 
work, but work diligently and conscientiously, putting 
forth his best and fullest effort. if he is to do his duty to 
himself and to the society of which he ts a member. 


WE are further informed: “Some gathered more, some 
less. And when they did measure it, he that gathered 
much had nothing over, and he that gathered little had no 
lack.” This fact was most significant, and taught the truth 
which a Rabbi summarised so cleverly when he defined 
the rich man as he who rejoiced in his portion. To 
possess more than one requires is not the genuine criterion 
of wealth. To have little and yet have “no lack” is a 
far more satisfactory test. Persons will always remain 
unhappy and discontented who, irrespective of what they 
have. make wp their minds that they must have more. 
Lastly, the outstanding phenomenon connected with the 
manna was that none fell on the Sabbath. Here was the 
fundamental distinction between the bread of Egypt and 
the bread from heaven. The one was food of slavery. 


Toiling day after day without a break, the worker became 


nothing more than a human machine and forgot he had 
a soul. A new and better doctrine was inculcated in the 
wilderness, where no food came from heaven on the 
Sabbath. There was to be a complete cessation of labour 
during one day in the week, so that the worker should 
be aware that he was more than a machine and possessed 
a soul as well as a body. 

The lessons which were symbolised in the manna are 
eternally valid. For that reason Moses told Aaron: “ Take 
a jar, and put a measure of manna therein, and lay it up 
before the Lord, to be kept throughout your generations.” 
A time would come when the manna no longer descended: 
but the outlook on life of which it was the object-lesson 
would always be needed. Its adoption would even to-day 
make for a more just and happier economic order.

PARIS NAZIS 


A New Anti-Jewish Party 


The Vichy Government has repudiated the newly formed 
pro-German Rassemblement National Populaire, which 
has been launched in Paris under Nazi patronage. The 
new Party is headed by Marcel Déat, a well-known anti- 
Semite, and Jean Goy, an ex-Servicemen’s leader who 
visited Germany before the war and was made much of by 
the Nazis. 

Points in the Party's programme are “ free co-operation with 
Germany,” “ the protection of the race" (i.¢., anti-Semitism), 
and the exclusion of all “ international influence.” 

According to Vichy, the new Party includes the Cagoulards, 

the “ hooded men,” who plotted revolt in 1937. 
_ The food ration cards which afe being issued by the Nazis 
in occupied France to the Jews differ from those issued to 
the non-Jewish population. The Jews receive oniy one-third 
of the “Aryan” ration, although that, too, is far from 
adequate. 

| Vichy decree bans all Jews, as well as naturalised French- 
men, from service in the French Air Force. 28 more Jews 
have been dismissed by the Ministry of Communications under 
the terms of the Jewish Statute. Baron Eugéne de Rothschild 
has been deprived of his French nationality, and Marshal 
Pétain is said to have ordered that confiscated property of 
the Rothschild family shall be taken over by national relicf 
work and youth relief organisations. 


IMPATIENT ANTI-SEMITES 
Bulgaria’s Jew-Law Rush 


According to a German broadcast, the new Bulgarian 
Jew-law (the provisions of which were summarised in THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE recently) provides that all Jews in Bul- 
garia must, before February 23, inform the authorities in 
writing of their Jewish nationality. Women domestics in 
the service of Jews must leave their employment by to-day. 

Jews who have adopted Bulgarian names, it is added, 
must revert to their former Jewish names forthwith. 

No Jews will be permitted to emigrate from Bulgaria until 
they have filed with the National Bank a declaration of their 
real estate and personal property. The filing of this declara- 
tion 18 obligatory within a period of 30 days. Such property 
will be sold, and must be transferred only to Bulgarian citizens 
of the Christian faith. 

ft is also officially announced that the Cabinet will, within 
the next six months, determine the restrictions to be placed 
on Jewish participation in the professions, commerce, and 
industry. 


£22,000,000 RANSOM FOR HITLER’S 
PRISONERS 


A Nazi Proposal 


A plan whereby 450,000 political and “ racial ” refugees 
now in Continental concentration camps would be released 
is Said to have been submitted by the Nazis to the State 
Denartment in Washington. The plan would involve the 
delivery of 1,500 prisoners weekly in sealed trains at 
Lisbon. In return, the Germans would demand the pay- 
ment of £49 in gold for “ transportation charges ” for each 
person so released. The total is £22,050,000. 

Apart from the “ ransom “ demanded, it is not thought likely 
that the plan would be agreed to, because of the danger that 
it might provide an opportunity for the Nazis to smuggle spices 


and fifth columnists, disguised as refugees, into the United 
States.

GOOD FOR EVIL 


How Polish Jews Treat 
 Anti-Semites 


[By our former Warsaw Correspondent) 


A demonstration of how Jews can forgive and forget 
was given by Polish Jews in Palestine on the arrival recently 

prominent Polish refugees, who included members of 
the former anti-Jewish “Ozon”™ Government of Poland. 
Among those who arrived were General Skladkowski, the 
ex-Polish Premier, and Mr. Grabowski, ex-Polish Minister 
for Justice, and several well-known anti-Semites. 

On the arrival of the Poles the Jews immediately set to work 
to find them proper accommodation, and provided them with 
food and clothing. Most of the refugees had had to leave 
Rumania in disguise, and came without anything at all. The 
Jews did all to make them welcome and case their hard lot. 
They even supplied them with Polish books. 

The Jews ignored the fact that it was during the Premiership 
of General Skladkowski that the anti-Shechita Law and other 
infamous anti-Jewish legislation was passed by the Sejm. It 
was General Skladkowski who made the declaration legalising 
the expulsion of thousands of Polish Jews from their pro- 
fessions and businesses, and it was the members of his Cabinet 
who called the “ Ozon ” into being, placed the Jews on a lower 
level of citizenship, and inaugurated the “ evacuation ™ policy 
to compel Jews to leave Poland. 

Solich thonee in Palestine, too, are shown every help by the 
Jews, and special Polish concerts have been arranged for them 
by Jewish musicians. Among these are a number who had been 
deprived of their jobs in Poland as a result of the anti-Jewish 
campaign and policy carricd on by some of these very Poles 
whom they are now helping. 


THE GATE WITH SEVEN LOCKS 
A Warsaw Ghetto Scene 


Although the segregation of the Jews of Warsaw from 
the rest of the population is in general complete, com- 
munication between the ghetto and the outside world con- 
tinues to -be permitted to some extent. 

As a rule Jews are not permitted to leave the ghetto, or non- 
Jews to enter it; but many exemptions have had to be made 
by the Nazi authorities in favour of Jewish technicians and 
specialists whose services cannot be dispensed with in view of 
the shortage of such highly qualified workers among the German 
occupants. 

Permits to leave the ghetto for occupational reasons have 
been granted to a large number of Jewish architects, technicians, 
and skilled workers who are employed in non-Jewish under- 
takings, including works sponsored by the Nazi authorities. 
They return to the ghetto after work. To facilitate a restricted 
traffic between the ghetto and the surrounding districts, arrange- 
ments have been made on trams running in the border zone. 
Both Jews and non-Jews are allowed to use them, but the 
Jews may travel only in special] compartments or on the plat- 
forms, and are forbidden to use the general tram stops. Special 
stops have been assigned to them from which to board tram- 
cars or alight from them. 

In order to enter or leave. the ghetto, one of the 22 huge 
gates in the ghetto wall must be used. Each gate has seven 
locks, and ‘the rattling noise of the big keys being turned to 
open them always attracts large crowds on both sides of the 
wall anxious to watch the meticulous ceremony of the Jewish 
police inside and the Polish outside the ghetto checking passes 
of those few privileged to cross the ghetto boundaries. ' 


* ARYANISING ” THE CEMETERIES 


The definition of Germans as “ Herrenvolk " under the Nazi 
regime in Poland has now been extended to include even dead 
Germans, says a report from Zurich. 

A new order decrees that German dead are to be buried 
only in German cemeteries, in order to “ preserve German 
Seckercund.” Germans found buried in cither Polish or Jewish 
cemeteries must be exhumed and = reburied in German 


cemeteries. 
THE NEWCOMERS 


All Jews have been exiled from Krolewska Huta, in Polish 
Silesia. The Nazi authorities also announced, “ with pride,” 
that the total number of Jews exiled by them from the Posen 
province amounts to 200,000. Their place has been taken by 
German sctitlers. 

Jews are leaving Kattowice, in Western Poland, en masse, 
and settling in the neighbouring mining district of Dembrowa. 
All large department stores belonging to Poles and Jews in 
Kattowice have been looted by newly arrived Germans. Gestapo 
officers looked on. 

According to the Nazi Press, about 62,000 Germans from 


the Baltic countries alone have already been settled in 
Nazi Poland. They occupy former Jewish homes and 
businesses. 


The general policy of the Nazi authorities in Poland, as 
officially announced, will. be to employ the 2,000,000 Jews under 
their control in forced labour battalions. 


The KrRakaverR ZEITUNG reports an outbreak of spotted fever 
in the Jewish quarter of Piotrkow. Typhus and other diseases 
are also rife. 

A special tax is to be imposed on all Jewish businesses in 
Warsaw, 


GHETTO CAMPS FOR BELGIAN JEWS 


The Nazi rulers of Belgium are making strong efforts to 
win the co-operation of the Flemish people, whom they believe 
to be more approachable than the Walloons. The Nazis hope 
to achieve this by offering them the business positions of the 
Jews in Antwerp and in West and East Flanders. A plan has 
been formulated to confine the Jews of these areas in ghetto 
camps, and place all their property and businesses at the dis- 

sal of the Flemish people. One report says that 40,000 
ews have already been interned. 

In Holland, the Nazis have ordered the transfer to “ Aryans " 
of all Jewish-owned cinemas.

POLISH “ EMIGRATIONISM ” 
AGAIN 


General Sikorski’s Secretary 


The theory—hotly disputed by Jews—that mass emigfa- 
tion constitutes the only solution to the Polish Jewish 
question is put forward by Mr. J. H. Rottinger, Private 
Secretary to General Sikorski, the Polish Premier, in a book 
published under the title, “ All About Poland.” A chapter 
is devoted to the Jewish problem, says the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency. 

It is pointed out in Polish Jewish circles in London that the 
policy advocated by General Sikorski’s Secretary is incompatible 
with the promise given by the Polish Government that the 
Jews of Poland shall be accorded full equality after the war. 

A new publication, Przysztosc (“ The Future”), has 
appeared under the auspices of the Organising Committee for 
the Representation of Polish Jewry. It 1s planned to appear at 
irregular intervals, in order not to infringe the agreement that 
there shall be no regular publications by the Polish parties. 

The paper is partly in Polish and partly in English, and the 
first number opens with an article by Dr. I. Schwartzbart, the 
Jewish member of the Polish National Council, entitled “ To- 
wards the New Poland.” 


ITALY RECALLS JEWISH DOCTORS 


The Italian Government has ordered the mobilisation for 
service in military hospitals of more Jewish doctors and 
also of senior medical students who had been banned under 
the Jew-laws. The Government's action. is due to the 
scarcity of “Aryan” doctors and medical assistants to 
deal with the large number of wounded in the recent battles. 

Italian Jewish street vendors, who for more than five months 


have been without means of livelihood, have now had thei: 
lheences temporarily renewed. 


RATIONS 


Mussolini's Government has copied yet another example set 
by its German masters by deciding to introduce special food 
cards for Jews. The rations for Jews will be lower than those 
for non-Jews. Fascists are also compelling many restaurants 
to exhibit notices forbidding Jews to enter. 


HELL-SHIP 


An instance of the shocking conditions under which 
Jewish refugees seeking safety are obliged to travel along 
the Danube is found in the case of a ship bearing 350 
Jewish refugees from Rumania, Hungary, Slovakia, and 
Germany, which has arrived in Bulgarian waters. 

Of the 350 Jews on board, 130 had died of hunger, cold, 
Or epidemics. 

The Bulgarian Cabinet has decided to permit the return 
to Bulgaria of the survivors of the wreck of the Salvator, 
which went aground in the Sea of Marmora in December. 
This action has been taken despite the fact that when the 
refugees left the country they were registered as emigrants 
and forbidden to return. 


SOUTH AFRICAN NATIONALISTS’ 
NEW SPLIT 
The * Sinister’’ Mr. Swart 


The Parliamentary caucus of the South African Herenigde 
(Reunited Nationalist) Party. of the anti-Semitic Dr. Malan has 
split on a motion that Mr. C. R. Swart, the newly elected 
member tor Winburg, be asked to withdraw. |[Mr. Swart was 
described, in a recent articie in THe Jewish CHRONICLE on 
* Nazism in South Africa,” as a “ very sinister figure’ who 
had succeeded in a short time in manoeuvring General Hertzog 
out of the Party and even threatening Malan’s own ge 

The anti-Swart motion was lost at the caucus meeting, an 
immediately 16 supporters of General Hertzog walked out, 
afterwards holding a meeting to discuss their position. 

General Hertzog’s supporters have now formed a new 
“ Afrikaner Party.” A statement issued by them declares: 
* After 16 months the Afrikaner reunited front has disintegrated 
mito mutually hostile factions." They claim that the Afrikaner 
Party is the only one which has a chance of achieving unity on a 
South African national basis, with a policy of equality of rights 
between the English and Afrikaans-speaking sections. 


U.S. NAZI LEADER SENTENCED 
Fourteen Months for Racial Incitement 


Wilhelm Kunze, national leader of the German-American 
Nazi Bund, in succession to Fritz Kuhn (now serving a prison 
term for larceny and forgery), was himself sentenced with eight 
associates to 14 months’ imprisonment last weck for violating 
New Jersey's race hatred law. 

Two of those sentenced were also fined $2,000 (about £500) 
and the others $1,000 each. The men have been released on 
bail, pending appeal. 


A sum of $125,000 for Jewish colonisation in Sosua, San 
Domingo, has been given by the Rosenwald Family Associa- 
tion, representing the famous American Jewish philanthropists. 


NO JEWS ON KAUNAS CITY COUNCIL 


Not a single Jew is to be found among the members 
of the new Kaunas City Council, declares the Jewish Press 
in Soviet Lithuania, although Jews constitute 35 per cent. 
of the population of the city. This exclusion of Jews is 
not, according to these journals, due to anti-Semitism. but 
to the fact that no suitable Jewish candidates were avail- 
able. The Municipality's legal adviser, Mr. L. Lewinstein, 
who is a Jew, has retained his office. 

A number of prominent Jewish lawyers have been struck 
off the register. They include Mr. Jacob Goldberg, former 
leader of the Jewish War Veterans; Mr. Ruben Rubinstein, 
former editor of the YropisHe Srimme (who was stated last 
year to have been imprisoned by the Soviet authorities): Mr. 
Leib Garfunkel, the Poale Zion leader and member of the 
Zionist General Council; and Dr. Jacob Robinson, the Zionist 
leader, formerly a member of the Geneva Minorities’ Con- 
gress, legal adviser to the Lithuanian Foreign Ministry, and

It now becomes clear that the pogroms were prepared wel] 
in advance, in order to deflect the attention of the pees when 
the projected rebellion materialised. However, the plans of 
the Iron Guard miscarried, since the extreme horror of the 
massacres revolted the instincts of the public, and the insurgents 
found themselves at grips with Christians who tried to defend 
the Jews. Hundreds of these brave people lost their lives. In 
one village near Bucharest, peasants resisted the Iron Guards 
with rabbit guns, clubs, and stones, in order to protect Jewish 
fugitives. In Bucharest one army officer fought the mob single- 
handed. He was shot dead. 

Synagogues were especially the object of the fury of the Iron 
Guards, and every one of them in Bucharest—with the excep- 
tion of those where German soldiers were billeted—has been 
destroyed. The rebels first removed all valuables, after which 
they made a bonfire of ritual articles. Firemen who arrived 
to deal with the outbreaks were driven away at the pistol 
point: those of the police who did not join the rebels fled. 
The incendiarists also destroyed practically every shop in the 
Jewish quarter. 


Prominent Victims 


It is impossible as yet to obtain anything like a complete 
casualty list, but many prominent Jews are known to have 
perished. One of them is Tsidor Goldstein, aged 65, Secretary 
of the Jewish Kehilla, who was shot dead after having yielded 
up to the Iron Guard, under torture, the names and addresses 
Another is the Treasurer of the 
Kehilla, M. Sigmund Collin, aged 60, who was forced by tor- 
ture to open the safe of the Kehilla and was then shot. Other 
prominent Jews reported to have been murdered are M. Moise 
Orechowsky, Director of the Palestine Office, M. Leon Plimes, 
also of the Palestine Office, and M. Misu Goldschlager-Costin. 

A hairbreadth escape was that of M. Max Ausschnitt, 
formerly a prominent industralist and armament manufacturer, 
who had been imprisoned by King Carol and had been trans- 
ferred from prison to hospital. He stood high on the Iron 
Guard list of Jews to be assassinated, but while his “ execu- 
troners " were hammering at the hospital door, doctors put 
Ausschnitt in a packing case, nailed it down, an@ left it on 
a rubbésh heap. He was released when the forces of General 
Antonescu gained the upper hand. : 

The British Legation in Bucharest is reported to have made 
possible the escape from Rumania of 1,200 Jewish refugees. 
Provided with funds and the necessary papers by the Legation, 
they sailed last week from Constanza for Egypt. When the 
ship arrives at Alexandria, says the Datty TELEGRAPH ‘AND 
Mornine Post, the authorities will decide the refugees’ ultimate 
destination——perhaps Mauritius, where a Jewish colony, com- 
prising refugees barred from Palestine, is already being formed. 


LOOT 


Gruesome facts are still being revealed about the 
pogroms in various towns. In the Iron Guard Green Houses 
in many places, considerable quantities of jewellery, goods. 
and valuables plundered from Jewish houses and shops 
have been found by the authorities. 

In Ploesti, women’s fingers and ears were found with rings 
and ear-rings on them. ~* 

In Bucharest, two Iron Guards were found dead in the cellar 
of the Green House with jewellery gripped in their hands. 
They had apparently killed cach other during a dispute over 
the division of the spoils. In many villages, Iron Guard 
peasants who took part are still quarrelling over their loot 
The police in many places have begun to confiscate looted 
goods, but so far nothing” has been returned to the Jews 

In the meantime, the plight of the Jews is appalling. Their 
material losses amount to hundreds. of millions of lei. busi- 
nesses are paralysed, and there is very little work available fo: 
Jewish labour. So far, in Bucharest, only a few Jewish shops 
have been able to reopen. Jews who fled from the pogromed 
towns are returning to their homes only to find them in most 
cases completely sacked. 


A JAPANESE LEGEND 
The ** Jewish ’’ Chada Tribe 


[From a Correspondent) 


This is the story of a mysterious tribe in the Japanese 
province of Yamato which calls itself Chada (meaning 
“the beloved.”) Professor Saki, of Tokyo University, has 
pointed out that this is also a translation of the Hebrew 
name David.” 

The tribe inhabits two villages, the names of which are not 
Japanese, but are known from the geography of Palestine: 
Goshen and Menashe. One of the Chada families owns a well 
over a thousand years old in the village of Usumasa, which 
bears, carved on its stone wall, the word “ Israel.’ Another 
village near Usumasa is called Kando a mozi, or “ Crossing 
the River.” Elsewhere there is a temple called, to this day, 
“ David's Tent.” Its entrance is guarded by a stone lion and 
a unicorn, which the Japanese call “ Dogs of Buddha” and 
the Chinese “ the Persian lions.” 

If the Chadas are, in fact, a Jewish tribe from the west, 
they must have come via China. Therefore, it would not be 
surprising if the Chinese had a better knowledge of the origin 
of the immigrants and the symbolic animals they brought with 
them than the Japanese. It is not unlikely that this tribe came 
either from or via Persia, which was a centre of Jewish life; 
the sea route seems unlikely for those old days. 

A biological examination of the Chadas might reveal whether 
they were immigrants or a Japanese tribe which had developed 
some special peculiarities. Of these two alternatives the former 
seems more likely, for had they been converted it would be 
unexplained why they are now ignorant of Jewish law. The 
immigration theory is backed up by a legend telling of the 
arrival of an unknown tribe consisting of a few hundred souls 
during the third century c.e. This community was said to 
have been engaged in silk production, which may be taken as 
a clue to their being a group of Chinese Jews. When a census 
was taken in 471 c.e£., the community consisted of over 18,000. 

Another, likewise legendary, account says that the tribe 
originates. from Korea, then part of China, where they had 
founded a high school called “ Ipulan.’ This is a Chinese 
word, a transcription of the Hebrew word Ephraim. (The 
Chinese replace the “r" by an “1,” and interpolate a vowel 
between two consonants.) 

The founder of the Chada tribe, according to the same tradi- 
tion, was discovered as a child in a wooden box floating on 
a river, just like Moses. It would be an interesting task for 
a student of Jewish history to find out whether the stated 
details have weight enough for the assumption that the Chada 


tribe is, in fact, the living proof of an early contact between 
Jewish and Japanese culture.

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GOD OR MAMMON ?. 


MUCH has been written in these columns and else- 
where about’ the need for a spiritual rebirth. It has 
been proclaimed, and rightly proclaimed, as the only 
sound, indeed the only feasible, basis of any truly 
beneficent “ New Order.” But it is obvious that unless 
a people chooses guides or leaders who have proved 
themselves men of probity meriting confidence by 
virtue of their qualities of character rather than of 
their material success, that people's spirituality of mind 
and outlook must be beset by danger. This is a funda- 
mental consideration of which our own Community 
needs urgently to take note. 

It was no mere matter of impressive ceremonial that 
required the High Priest on Kippur Day to purify him- 
self in prayer for his own forgiveness, before beseech- 
ing pardon for his people. The leader had himself to 
be pure before resuming his spiritual leadership. In 
Britain recently we have seen with what sternness 
Parliament has reacted to any departure, whether 
deliberate or unintentional, from the very strictest stan- 
dards of correctness in the case of one of its well- 
known members, and it is significant in this connection 
that Britain, through insisting on these rigid standards, 
remains to-day strong, while another and corrupt State 
has crumbled before the enemys onset. 

Nobody, not even its’ best. friends, would dare to 
maintain that Anglo-Jewry has always taken the deter- 
mined and British stand in regard to those who covet 
public honours. In the majority of cases, the com- 
munal leadership is undoubtedly tmmaculate. But 
instances have been known in which the Community 
has failed to prevent positions of importance being held 
by men whose public life is a by-word for financial 
irregularities and whose principal protection has been 
that rogues’ hide-out called the law of libel. ‘Small 
wonder that, in face of this really inexcusable irre- 
sponsibility and in the course of years; some paid 
officials of Jewish public bodies—in this case, too, only 
a small minority, though sufficiently large in itself, 
among usually honest men—have put their fingers into 
office funds. Small wonder, too, if some years ago 
the same careless irresponsibility for the communal 
welfare led a charitable society tmto acceptance of a 
fat cheque from the dependent offspring of a certain 
person who had, that very week, been punished 
by the law for a particularly heinous offence com- 
mitted in a frenzy for big and easy money. Money rules 

~it. certainly “talks ”—very much! It has forgotten 
its rightful attitude of humble helpfulness. So the man 
of money is wooed, and appointed to office in Syna- 
gogues and organisations, irrespective of his other 
qualities. And the money cult spreads like a curse 
through the body politic of Jewry, atrophying or per- 
verting its finest instincts, killing its dearest hopes, and, 
as its crowning triumph, sustaining ‘the fatal delusion 
that; to be a good Jew, one has only to contribute to 
Jewish institutions and the rest of Judaism can look 
after itself, 

Let us at least recognise one fact: It is the purest 
folly even to think of spiritualising Jewry while this 
state of mind persists. It is, indeed, the very obstacle 
which bars effectively the road to that goal, and never 
will that aim be attained until we pull Mammon down 
from its pedestal and reinstate God in our hearts, until 
we educate ourselves in the higher satisfactions and 
duties of mankind, and until not money but virtue 
and ability rule in the home, the Synagogue, and 
wherever our people meet. Dr. Heenan spoke with 
no small modicum of truth when he said in one of his 
letters in these columns that though he did not suggest 
that most Jews, or only Jews, were unscrupulous in 
business, he did say that “money is a danger to the 
Jewish people in a somewhat similar way that drink 
is a danger to another race which, in order not to 
extend the present controversy, I shall refrain from 
naming. 

A primary requisite is that we rid ourselves once for 
all of the folly or sin of irresponsibility. The n@ion 
that if anything is amiss in the Community either “it 
does not matter to me“ or “T cannot help it anyway,” 
is the most perilous stupidity that any Jew can con- 
ceive. Its idiocy is revealed in flaming letters on every 
page of our history, which teaches that though the 
Jew may think of himself in this way, as an individual 
detached from his Community and its doings, the non- 
Jew can only think of him as one of his 
generalise. There were individual Jews in Germany 
who were smugly content with their lot. They never 
thought of themselves as associated with Jewry. The 
holocaust swept over them in spite, or because. of 
their detachment, and they were not spared. There 
were Jews in France who were equally insane, and the 
whole French Community is now trembling on the 
edge of an abyss. And there are numbers here who 
think nothing and care little about their Community 


people, can only 


as a whole, as the response so far to the Deputies’ pre- 
cautionary appeal on behalf of the evacuees startlingly 
demonstrates. It is as though a man; having betaken 
himself to a remote area in these islands, dismissed 
the national defence as something which did not con- 
cern him as an individual: or as though being healthy 
and well, he snapped his fingers at an epidemic danger. 
This sort of thing reflects a sick communal conscious- 
ness. Until that consciousness is cleansed and re- 
vitalised there will be no spiritual rebirth in Anglo- 
Jewry but only the dreary, painful process—on to 
humiliation and disaster. 


BEHIND THE SCENES IN JOHANNESBURG 


THe serious riots in Johannesburg last week-end may’ 


have come as a surprise to the general public in this 
country. They could hardly have created the same effect 


on readers of THe JewtsH Curonicce, which has from 


time to time published informative articles on the activities 
of pro-Nazi and anti-Jewish elements in South Africa. The 
disturbances took the form of clashes between soldiers 
and members of an extreme Republican organisation—the 
Ossewabrandwag—some of whom betrayed their political 
affiliation by .wearing the beards which form the challeng- 
ing symbol of the movement. Only as recently as last 
month we printed the following statement about this body, 
in the course of an article from a very well-informed South 
African correspondent: 
The Nationalists, incidentally, are giving full and voci- 
ferous support to the Ossewabrandwag, which ts ostensibly 
a Cultural Society, but ts, im reality, as General Smuts has 
revealed, of exactly the same character as the movement 
that brought Hitler to. the head of Nazi Germany. The 
leaders of the movement have imported German books and 
made a careful study of the whole system, with its secret 
police, military character, and its opposition to democratic 
government. It may be added that an Afrikaner Youth 
movement is also being organised on. these lines. 
In the light of this exposure, it is not difficult to see how 
the disturbances arose. They were merely the violent re- 
action to Nazi-inspired machinations which are designed 
to hamper South Africa’s war effort and which threaten 
the country with disruption. 


BEARDS AND WHITE STOCKINGS 


THERE is, in fact, a strong family resemblance between 
what is happening in this particular Dominion and what 
has occurred again and again on the Continent of Europe. 
In Sudetenland, in Austria, and elsewhere, Nazis, when 
determined to force a crisis, have taken to flaunting their 
political or “racial” identity by various provocative 
means such as, in One notorious case, the wearing of white 
stockings. In the case of South Africa, the Nazis’ 
imitators have chosen beards as their special party badge. 
In all cases, the object was, and is, not merely a peculiar 
form of publicity but the creation. of a feeling of disrup- 
tion and the incitement to strife. Public division and 
confusion are aimed at, and a general lowering of the 
political “ health” of the State, in all of which it is hoped 
some carefully selected Quisling will be able to seize 
power. General Smuts, with his clear vision, has more 
than an inkling of this. He states that the riots arose 
from trivial incidents in a background of suspicion and 
tension. He has also warned his Army of the necessity 
for orderly conduct, even in the face of frequent 
provocation. This, no doubt, is eminently desirable and 
indeed imperative. But the question is whether such action 


should not begin one stage farther back—with the dis- 
turbers and subvertors. 


WHEN LENIENCY DOES NOT PAY 


THe General hints that he is considering sterner 
action against the more violent opponents of his war 
policy, and admits that his Government, being strong, had 
created the impression that because it was slow to chastise 
it was weak. One can only hope that the lesson has 
been learned now—and that it will sink deeply into the 
minds of authorities nearer home. With Nazis, leniency 
does not pay. As THe TIMES expressed it this week, “there 
was only one way to deal with Hitler—to fight him.” No 
country can afford amiable sentiments in- the face of a 
system so implacable and so fruitful of guile as that 
which, even at this moment, is preparing its hordes for a 
descent on these shores. And let no land boast of a clean 
sheet in the matter of treason! 


“INTERNMENT CAMP B” 


Quire understandably the document published last week 
in THe Jewish CuHRonicte which had been issued by the 
Assistant Director of Internment Operations in Canada 
led to much hard feeling. This document, it will be recalled, 
dealt with orders for the treatment of Orthodox Jews in the 
Canadian Internment Camp B. It is, on the face of it. cer- 
jainly not redolent of the spirit of Britain or of the British 
character or British tradition, The Jews in question, it 
seems, objected to working on the Sabbath Day. There- 
upon the Assistant Director, apparently regarding such 
an attitude as mere cantankerousness, charged them with 
refusal to adapt themselves to the circumstances in which 
they were placed. 
Pétain, he accused them of a distinct “lack of co-operation.” 
Not only did the Director argue that all internees in 
Canada are subject to the laws and regulations pertaining 
to the armed forces, and may therefore be compelled to 
do compulsory labour on all days except Sunday, but he 
bluntly refused to adapt these rules in any wav so as to 


. enable the Jews to abstain from Sabbath work, lest thereby 


he might create hardship for the members of the Guard 
Company or the Camp Headquarters personnel,

MORE SOUND THAN SERIOUSNESS 


IN the course of this document, the Director indulges in 
threats. most, if not all, of them not very serious. Privi- 
leges in regard to letters, newspapers, radio, etc., may be 
withdrawn from the whole of the Camp, guilty and innocent 
alike. In paid forestry work, preference will be given to 
those Jews who have shown a spirit of co-operation and 
adaptability, and unless there is a shortage of labour, 
recalcitrants will not be used on this class of work at all 
but will be relegated to work connected with camp main- 
tehance and unpaid labour. There its also a dark threat 
that the dissentients’ attitude “must necessarily affect any 
question of permission to enter this country, if and when 
such immigration were given consideration distant 
menace which will scarcely be allowed to materialise in 
the quite different circumstances of peace. 


A MATTER FOR SENSIBLE MEN 

Att this, somewhat harshly and clumsily worded, has a 
total effect very much like an invasion of the principle of 
religious liberty. It may well have intensified the stand of 
the religious ihtransigents. Certainly, the whole of this 
document seems to have been penned in a spirit of acute 
irritation, which might well be regretted in calmer moments, 
for a camp, like this one, in which a kasher canteen is 
provided and in which the relations between ‘the officers 
and men are described as good hardly strikes one as being 
conducted with sectional ill-will. Surely then, this is a 
case for an amicable settlement such as any group of decent 
and. practical men should not have much difficulty in 
reaching. It is impossible to believe that some arrange- 
ments could not, in the absence of some other plan, be made 
which would, perhaps by the engagement of an extra staff 
on Saturday, respect the Jews’ conscientious scruples, while 
absolving the Camp staff from hardship. According to a 
statement published last week a settlement of the question 
of Saturday work had in fact been arrived at between the 
Commandant of the Camp and the Orthodox internees just 
before the offending document was received and was only 
annulled because of the document's arrival. If the terms 
of this agreement were acceptable to both parties, one can- 
not see why they should not be revived. 


THE GOLDEN GLEAM 

From all accounts the attacks on the Rumanian Jews 
during the recent pogroms exceeded, in their sheer grisly 
horror, anything in all the long record of Jewish, or non- 
Jewish, suffering. They represent a throw-back to the 
worst exploits of savagery, and are calculated to make 
sceptics wonder whether, after all, human nature has 
escaped from primitive barbarism with the completeness 
we like to suppose—always assuming, of course, that bar- 
barism had ever in the past sunk as low as the depraved 
dupes of the bestial Nazi creed. Only one feature restrains 
the natural impulse to black pessimism. It is contained 
in the statement that. the plans of the Iron Guard mis- 
carried owing to the fact that the extreme cruelty of the 
massacres revolted the instincts of the public, so that the 
brutes found themselves at grips with Christians who tried 
to defend the victims. Hundreds of these brave people, 
it is reported in this issue, paid for their courage with 
their lives. In one village near Bucharest peasants are 
said to have resisted the attackers with any weapon or 
missile that came to hand in order to protect the Jewish 
fugitives; and an army officer in Bucharest is reported 
to have been shot dead while fighting the mob single- 
handed. This heroism restores faith in human nature, and 
is all the more impressive seeing that instances of a similar 
if not so startlingly heroic a kind were not few even 
in Germany during the Nazi pogroms and occurred under 
the very noses of the Nazi cut-throats. The great prob- 
lem is how to harness this sublime humane force to the 
work of national, and international, redemption. It is a 
problem to which, in the stress of the fight for survival, 
sufficient attention has not been given, and perhaps could 
not be, but which should surely never be dismissed in 
despair. 


“ALL HONOURABLE MEN” 

BEING a self-confessed “ specialist * in the “ big, thumping 
lie,” the egregious Fiihrer is not regarded with much admira- 
tion in the capacity of historian. But some amusement can 
be had from nating the successive advances which he makes 
in the art in which he is so skilled a practitioner, and of 
which his latest effort, last week, must surely be the greatest 
example. To others may be left his almost comic assaults 
on notorious facts. All we are concerned with here are 
his characteristic references to his “ King Charles's head,” 
the Jews. In a short summary of his one-hour-and-a-half 
speech, we find them dragged in three times. Thus he 
assured his “hog-tied”™ audience that Britain’s enormous 
possessions and wealth of territory and man-power were 
at the “sole” disposal of a small minority “and their 
Jewish friends.” Of course, the general public who have 
thousands of millions of pounds to their credit in various 
channels of saving are all composed of these “ Jewish 
friends,” who must be even more plentiful than we sup- 
posed in the light of the numerous avowals which anti- 
Semites make of such friendships. Next, we are told that the 
Duce and he “were not Jews or business men. The clasp 
of their hands was that of men of honour.” But no busi- 
ness man, Jew or Gentile, has ever excelled in “ slickness ” 
the Duce who tried to drive the cheapest bargain on record 
by stabbing a friendly nation in the back, or the base 
trickery of Hitler himself who either “ buys” his victims’ 
goods with dud currency or robs them outright. But why 
waste more words on Hitler's farcical sense of honour? 
As for his not being a Jew, that is probably the only 
word of truth in his harangue. - Thank Heaven we were 
spared that crowning stroke of malignant destiny !

ECHO OF THE PALACE BOMBING 


A Religious Symbol Reconstructed 


THEIR MAJESTIES’ PLEASURE 


When Buckingham Palace was bombed last September 
and the private Chapel there was demolished, among the 
religious objects which were destroyed was a cross which 
had been greatly treasured by the King and Queen and 
all the Royal Family. This cross, of a very ornamental 
character, had been in the possession of Queen Victoria, 
and had been handed down to various members of the 
Royal Family, as-recorded on the plate affixed to the back 
of the base, reproduced below.

Mr. Emanuel Snowman, the well-known communal worker, 
who is a member of the firm of Wartski, Court jewellers, of 
Regent Street, London, was one of those who viewed the 
destruction caused at the Palace by the Nazi bombs, and he 
was shown the cross, lying on the ground, in hundreds of 
pieces. The King and Queen seemed very greatly distressed 
about the destruction of this cross, so Mr. Snowman suggested 
that if all the pieces could be collected and sent to him for 
a few days, to give him an opportunity to study it, he would 
then give a report on whether he could reconstruct it 

Although the question of the cost was raised, Mr. Snow- 
man rephed that it would give him great pleasure to do the 
reconstruction, if possible, and to make it a free gift offering 
to the Chapel, a course to which their Majesties graciously 
agreed 

The reconstruction was found possible, and after three 
months’ work on it, Mr. Snowman returned the cross complete 
to the Palace. Both the King and- Queen expressed their great 
pleasure at the reconstruction, and her Majesty, who, it ts 
reported, remarked that one could not tell wt had ever been 
broken, insisted that another plate be fixed to the base below 
the original, recording the later event. The second panel is 
also reproduced above.

THE REV. A. S. PIMONTEL LEAVES 
FOR CHAPLAINCY 


Tributes to Manchester Minister 


[From our Correspondent) 


The Rev. A. da Souza Pimontel, Minister of the Man- 
chester Congregation of Spanish and Portuguese Jews, 
Cheetham Hill Road, has left for his duties as Chaplain 
to the Forces——-an appointment which was announced in a 
recent issue of this paper. 

at a congregational gathering in the Synagogue 
Succah, Major E. M. Besso expressed the good wishes of the 
members to the Minister in his new work, and the hope that 
he would have a safe and return in days of peace to the 
Ministry of the Congregation. 

Mr. Manuel Cansino, who made a presentation of a travetling- 
case to Mr. Pimontel on behalf of the congregation, said they 
were all very honoured at his appointment. ¢ was the first 
Sefardi Minister to hold such a chaplaincy in this country. 
In addition to his work for the Synagogue, their Minister 
had given many years of useful service to the whole Jewish 
Community, as Hon Secretary of the Hebrew Visitation Board 
and in many other capacities. Further tributes were paid by 
the Rev. B. Rodrigues-Percira, and Messrs. David Cansino, 
S. S. Garson, and Lopes Diaz. 

The Rev. da S. Pimontel said, in y, that he loved the little 
Sefardi Synagogue in Cheetham Hill Road, which he could 
see had been built and planned by men full of “Yirath Shama- 
yim.” He hoped that in spite of the difficulties necessarily 
created by the war, the members of the congregation would 
realise their obligations and help the Mahamad to maintain 
the honoured Sefardi tradition. 

He had, said the Minister, been very happy at his work as 
Warden of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, which he could not have 
undertaken but for the self-sacrifice of his wife—he had been 
at the Club from 7 to 11 p.m. every evening (except Friday), and 
from 2 to 1! p.m. on Sundavs. In many other ways also, 
she had helped him in the development of his work. . 

mn a reference to his civil defence work (Mr. Pimontel has 
been Deputy Head A.R.P Warden and an ARP. instructor 
in Cheetham since well before the war) and his forthcoming 
chaplaincy, he said that he had throughout felt that life was 
quite impossible under Nazi dictatorship or terror, and every 
man owed it to his wife and family to strike at Hitlerism 
wherever he could do so best.

ULTIMATUM TO CARDIFF 


Shechita Disputants Must Agree by 
W ednesday—— 


OR LICENCES WILL BE WITHDRAWN

The two Cardiff Congregations, who have failed to 
achieve unity on the question of Shechita, despite confer- 
ences, correspondence, and visits from London Dayanim 
and others, have received a communication from Mr. J. H. 
Taylor, the newly appointed Clerk to the London Beth 
Din. warning them that the Ecclesiastical Authorities will 
no longer tolerate such conditions as exst in Cardiff. 

The letter, which was dated January 29, warns the Com- 
munity that unless a United Shechita Board is formed 
within fourteen days the Shechita licences will be 
withdrawn. 

The warning follows nearly a year of effort to settle 
the dispute, including the summoning of the Wardens to 
appear before the London Beth Din to show cause why 
the licences should not be withdrawn. The order was 


ignored. 


As long ago as March last the two Congregations 
promised a visiting Shechita Commission of Dayanim that 
they would form a United Shechita Board within fourteen 
days.

It is estimated that 100 women voluntary workers are 
required for service in the Emergency Communal Feeding 
Centres which have been planned by the Glasgow Jewish 
Representative Council. So far about 60 women have en- 
rolled, and Mr. S. Lipsey, presiding at a meeting of the 
Ladies’ Emergency Committee last week expressed the hope 
that the full quota would be quickly attained. 

The meeting decided to adopt the suggestion of the Chair- 
man that the Committee should be divided into four sections 
in order to expedite the working of the scheme, and the follow- 
ing were appointed; Mesdames Antick, Risker, and Winetrobe, 
Stores and Equipment: Mrs. Silver, Mrs. Freedman, and Miss 
Sunderland, Culinary: Mesdames Norman, Ginsburg, and Ben- 
son, Service: and Sheville, Grossman, Gold, Mann, Wolfson, 
Boiaskei, and the Misses F. Morris, D. Morris, and D. Cohen, 
Welfare. These sections will work under the Joint Conveners, 
Mrs. Most and Mrs. Shenkin.

IDEAL ZIONISM 


“ The Ideal Zionist Organisation,” was the subject of a 
lecture by Dr. M. Friedlander at a meeting of Glasgow Zionists 
last week. The ideal organisation, he said, must remain 
utopian, but the ideal must nevertheless be considered. 

The four requisites, he considered, were: (1) the proceedings 
of the ideal Zionist organisation should be recorded in Hebrew ; 
(2) it should be the centre of Jewish activity; (3) it should 
have representatives of every organisation in the city: (4) it 
must be the nerve centre of Jewish life. He felt that what 
was really required was the ideai Zionist, and the ideal Zionist 
organisation would follow as a natural corollary. We were 
living in an age where there was too much materialism and 
no room for spiritual demands: we had no religion to-day- 
merely an adherence to forms, and so it was with Zionism. The 
ideal Zionist was concerned with Zionism, not just for other 
people 

Mr. F. Nettler, who presided, said the Zionist outside Pales- 
tine should be a practical Zionist. and they should aim at 
creatine “ total Zionists.’ There had been too much appeal 
in the past for assistance in Zionism for “ others,” and he 
felt that we should all consider Palestine as a future home, for 
ourselves as individuals. and not just for others. :

SHELTER NIGHTS 


ee —and the help that is 
ready if your home 
is hit 


For your own and the country’s good you should ~ 
know (1) how best to live a healthy and comfortable 
Shelter life, (2) the help you will get if you are 
bombed. Read the information given below, and 
the leaflets which you will shortly receive. 


TO AVOID INFECTION 


Illness spreads more quickly 
when people are crowded to- 
gether. So keep your distance 
from your neighbour as far as 
you can. Sleep head to toes. 
A weekly bath and change of 
underclothes will help to keep 
infection away. See that all 
members of the family clean 
their teeth and wash out their 
mouths before they start for 
the shelter and after they 
get home. Don’t spit; it is 
a dirty habit, and dangerous 
to health. If you see anyone 
spitting in a public shelter, 
it is your duty to tell the 
warden at once. Coughing 
and sneezing will spread in- 
fection. Cover up your mouth 
whenever you cough or sneeze. 


TO AVOID CHILLS 


Keep your feet dry. One of 
the easiest ways of catching 
cold is by sitting with wet 
feet. If you have got your feet 
wet while on the way to the 
shelter, put on dry shoes and 
stockings (or socks) immedi- 
ately you get there. 

If you need extra warmth, try 
a hot water bottle or a hot 
brick well wrapped up. (Heat 
the brick in the oven for 2 
hours first.) 

Bedding should be aired daily. 


It is even more important 
for the shelter than in your 
own home. The daily airing 
will keep the bedding sweet 
and fresh, and will help to get 
rid of dampness. 


CHILDREN’S COMFORT 


Before going to the shelter, 
dress children in nightwear 
undér their other clothing. 
Then, when bedtime comes, 
you can simply take off the 
outer garments. They will not 
sleep well if they are too warm. 


AFTER THE RAID 


Have your plans made 
Make plans now to go and stay 
with friends living near, but 
not too near, in case your house 
is destroyed. They should also 
arrange now to come to you if 
their house is knocked out. It’s 
comforting to feel that every- 
thing is fixed up, just in case. 

Help is ready 

If your home is damaged, there 
is a great deal of help ready for 
you. Full arrangements have 
been made to give you food and 
shelter, clothes and money if 
necessary and to find you some- 
where to live. If you have not 
been able to make arrangements 
with friends, go straight to the 
emergency Rest Centre. The 
wardens and policé know where 
it is. Ask them.

Tributes to Manchester Minister 


[From our Correspondent) 


The Rev. A. da Souza Pimontel, Minister of the Man- 
chester Congregation of Spanish and Portuguese Jews, 
Cheetham Hill\Road, has left for his duties as Chaplain 
to the Forces—-an appointment which was announced in a 
recent issue of this paper. 

a at a congregational gathering in the Synagogue 
Succah, Major E. M. Besso expressed the good wishes of the 
members to the Minister in his new work, and the hope that 
he would have a safe and speedy return in days of peace to the 
Ministry of the Congregation. 

Mr. Manuel Cansino, who made a presentation of a travelling- 
case to Mr. Pimontel on behalf of the congregation, said they 
were all very honoured at his appointment. ¢ was the first 
Sefardi Minister to hold such a chaplaincy in this country. 
In addition to his work for the Synagoguc, their Minister 
had given many years of useful service to the whole Jewish 
Community, as Hon Secretary of the Hebrew Visitation Board 
and in many other capacities. Further tributes were paid by 
the Rev. B. Rodrigues-Percira, and Messrs. David Cansino, 
S. S. Garson, and Lopes Diaz. 

The Rev. da S. Pimontel said, in reply, that he loved the little 
Sefardi Synagogue in Cheetham Hill Road, which he could 
see had been built and planned by men full of “Yirath Shama- 
yim.” He hoped that in spite of the difficulties necessarily 
created by the war, the members of the congregation would 
realise their obligations and help the Mahamad to maintain 
the honoured Sefardi tradition. 

He had, said the Minister, been very happy at his work as 
Warden of the Jewish Lads Brigade, which he could not have 
undertaken but for the self-sacrifice of his wife—he had been 
at the Club from 7 to 11 p.m. every evening (except Friday), and 
from 2 to I! pm. on Sundavs. In many other ways also, 
she had helped him in the development of his work. 

In a reference to his civil defence work (Mr. Pimontel has 
been Deputy Head A.R.P Warden and an ARP. instructor 
in Cheetham since well before the war) and his forthcoming 
chaplaincy, he said that he had throughout felt that life was 
quite impossible under Nazi dictatorship or terror, and every 
man owed it to his wife and family to strike at Hitlerism 
wherever he could do so best. He was immeasurably grateful 
to England for having given him hospitality over ten years 
ago ¢ wonderful tradition of freedom which this country 
possessed was worth fighting for.

OR LICENCES WILL BE WITHDRAWN

The two Cardiff Congregations, who have failed to 
achieve unity on the question of Shechita, despite confer- 
ences, correspondence, and visits from London Dayanim 
and others. have received a communication from Mr. J. H. 
Taylor, the newly- appointed Clerk to the London Beth 
Din. warning them that the Ecclesiastical Authorities will 
no longer tolerate such conditions as exist in Cardiff. 

The letter, which was dated January 29, warns the Com- 
munity that unless a United Shechita Board is formed 
within fourteen days the Shechita licences will be 
withdrawn. 

The warning follows nearly a year of effort to settle 
the dispute, including the summoning of the Wardens to 
appear before the London Beth Din to show cause why 
the licences should not be withdrawn. The order was 
ignored. 

As long ago as March last the two Congregations 
promised a visiting Shechita Commission of Dayanim that 
they would form a United Shechita Board within fourteen 
days.

IDEAL ZIONISM 


* The Ideal Zionist Organisation,’ was the subject of a 
lecture by Dr. M. Friedlander at a meeting of Glasgow Zionists 
last week. The ideal organisation, he said, must remain 
utopian, but the ideal must nevertheless be considered. 

The four requisites, he considered, were: (1) the procecdings 
of the ideal Zidnist organisation should be recorded in Hebrew ; 
(2) it should beswhe centre of Jewish activity: (3) it should 
have represent my of every organisation in the city: (4) it 
must be the nerve Wentre of Jewish life. He felt that what 
was really required was the ideal Zionist, and the ideal Zionist 
organisation would follow as a matural corollary. We were 
living in an age where there was too much materialism and 
no room for. spiritual demands: we had no religion to-day 
merely an adherence to forms, and so it was with Zionism.

F. Nettler, who presided, said the Zionist outside Pales- 
tine should be a practical Zionist, and they should am at 
creatine “total Zionists.’ There had been too much appeal 
in the past for assistance in Zionism for “ others,” and he 
felt that we should all consider Palestine as a future home, for 
ourselves as individuals, and not just for others.

FOR 
SHELTER NIGHTS 


—and the help that is 
ready if your home 


is hit

For your own and the country’s good you should ~ 
know (1) how best to live a healthy and comfortable 
shelter life, (2) the help you will get if you are 
bombed. Read the information given below, and 
the leaflets which you will shortly receive. 


TO AVOID INFECTION 


Illness spreads more. quickly 
when people are crowded to- 
gether. So keep your distance 
from your neighbour as far as 
you can. Sleep head to toes. 
A weekly bath and change of 
underclothes will help to keep 
infection away. See that all 
members of the family clean 
their teeth and wash out their 
mouths before they start for 
the shelter and after they 
get home. Don’t spit; it is 
a dirty habit, and dangerous 
to health. If you see anyone 
spitting in a public shelter, 
it is your duty to tell the 
warden at once. Coughing 
and sneezing will spread in- 
fection. Cover up your mouth 
whenever you cough or sneeze. 


TO AVOID CHILLS 


Keep your feet dry. One of 
the easiest ways of catching 
cold is by sitting with wet 
feet. If you have got your feet 
wet while on the way to the 
shelter, put on dry shoes and 
stockings (or socks) immedi- 
ately you get there. 

If you need extra warmth, try 
a hot water bottle or a hot 
brick well wrapped up. (Heat 
the brick in the oven for 2 
hours first.) 

Bedding should be aired daily. 


It is even more important 
for the shelter than in your 
own home. The daily airing 
will keep the bedding sweet 
and fresh, and will help to get 
rid of dampness. i 


CHILDREN’S COMFORT 


Before going to the shelter, 
dress children in nightwear 
under their other clothing. 
Then, when bedtime comes, 
you can simply take off the 
outer garments. They will not 
sleep well if they are too warm. 


AFTER THE RAID 


Have your plans made 
Make plans now to go and stay 
with friends living near, but 
not too near, in case your house 
is destroyed. They should also 
arrange now to come to you if 
their house is knocked out. It’s 
comforting to feel that every- 
thing is fixed up, just in case. 

Help is ready 

If your home is damaged, there 
is a great deal of help ready for 
you. Full arrangements have 
been made to give you food and 
shelter, clothes and money if 
necessary and to find you some- 
where to live. If you have not 
been able to make arrangements 
with friends, go straight to the 
emergency Rest Centre. The 
wardens and policé know where 
itis. Ask them.

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Obituary 
MR. ALFRED J. MAKOWER 
Educational and Charitable Worker 


A highly respected communal worker passed away on 
Saturday with the death of Mr. Alfred Jacques Makower. 

Mr. Makower, who was born in London in 1876, was 
a chartered electrical engineer by profession. He was 
Master of Arts and a Member of the Institute of Electrical 
Engineers. 

In an unostentatious manner he gave devoted service to 
Jewish charitable and educational causes. He was Chair- 
man of the Professional Committee of the German Jewish 
Aid Committee; Chairman of the Education Aid Society; 
and Chairman of the General Relief Committee of: the 
char Board of Guardians and a Vice-President of the 

oOard. 


Mr. Maurice M. Keyser. Hon. Secretary of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, writes: 

The death of Mr. Makower has robbed the Board of one 
‘whose services it is almost impossible to over-praise. Mr. 
Makower became a member of the Board about ten years 
ago, and quickly showed his great ability in dealing with com- 
plex problems, which the Board is constantly called upon to 
face. He became Chairman of the Gencral Relicf Committee, 
a member of the Executive Committee, and, eventually, Vice- 
President of the Board. He instituted a complete revision of 
all the Allowances Cases, and was able to rectify .many 
anomalies and to effect considerable economies. 

Although he was of a quiet and retiring nature, his keen 
brain and practical outlook were highly esteemed by his 
colleagues, who always found it a great pleasure to work for 
him. He was constantly in attendance at the Board, and the 
officials there found him a tower of strength in many of the 
difficult matters which required an immediate solution. 


MR. SALMON LEVINSON 
Famous Worker for Peace 


The ‘well-known international lawyer, Mr. Salmon Oliver 
Levinson, died in Chicago on Sunday aged 75. He was 
author, in 1927, of the “Levinson Plan” to readjust Ger- 
man reparations, Allied and Inter-Allied debts, and for 
World Peace. He originated the movement for the out- 
iawry Of war which resulted in the Briand-Kellogg Treaty 
of 1928 

In 1937 Mr. Levinson presented to the University of Chicago 
some 40,000 documents telling of the growth of peace ideas 
and of his personal dealings with Briand, Wilson, Harding, 
Coolidge, Borah, Kellogg, and others. 

Mr. Levinson was awarded the Rosenberger Medal by the 
University of Chicago for service to humanity, “and was made 
a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour for his work on behalf 
of world peace. He was also proposcd at one time as a 
candidate for the Nobel Peace Prize. 


MR. W. SHUBSACHS (Manchester) 


Pioneer Poa'‘e Zionist 


Mr, W. Shubsachs, who has just dicd in Manchester at the 
age of 69, must have had one of the longest records of Zionist 
work in the Anglo-Jewish Community. He came to London 
trom Warsaw 5S5 years ago. and soon afterwards established 
humself im Liverpool as a Hebrew bookselle: He was. later 
m business in Manchester. where he lived for the greater part 
of his hie. 

Mr. Shubsachs was one of the pioneer Zionists in this 
country, and he particularly devoted himself to the workers’ 
side of the movement, being among the founders of the British 
Poale Zion movement. In Manchester, he was at various times 
Chairman or holder of some other office in the local Poale 
Zion branch, and his general influence among the Jewish 
working-classes was probably assisted by his having held for a 
time the position of Hon. Secretary of a Jewish Clothing- 
Workers’ Union in Manchester. He frequently represented the 
interests of the Jewish workers at British Labour and Trade 
Union gatherings. 

In later years, Mr. Shubsachs took great interest in- the 
cultural activities of the Jewish Debating Society. which met 
at the Bnai Brith Hall, Strangeways. He is survived by a 
widow and three sons, one of whom was recently at Dunkirk. 


MRS. VICTOR LIGHTMAN (Leeds) 


The death of Mrs. Lightman, widow of the late Victor 
Lightman, J.P., breaks a link with the early days of the Leeds 
Jewish Community. Her parents’ marriage was among the first 
ot those solemnised in this city over 80 years ago. , 

A woman of rare charm and kindliness, she was a splendid 
helpmate to her husband, whose leadership of the Leeds Com- 
munity over many years remains to this day an enduring 
inspiration. For many years she personally supervised the 
distnibution of boots and clothing to the poor children attend- 
ing the Talmud Torah. and actively associated herself with 
her husband's philanthropic endeavours There were few 
Anglo-Jewish leadec?is visiting Leeds who did not enjoy 
hospitality in their dignified home. 

In her declining years, Mrs. Lightman took great pride in 
the public activities of her children and sons-in-law, who play 
notable roles m many spheres, both Jewish and non-Jewish. 


MRS. MARIE CUTNER (Hull) 


The Hull Community has lost another of its veteran members 
by the death recently of Mrs. Marie Cutner, at the age of 86. 

Mrs. Cutner, who was born in Lodz, Poland, was well known 
for her linguistic abilities and during the last war gave much 
assistance to local authorities by translation work, On her 
80th birthday, which coincided with her SOth year of trading 
as a tobacconist, she received messages of felicitation from all 
the noted tobacco firms in the country. Mrs. Cutner was held 
in high esteem by all who knew her. She leaves two sons and 
two daughters. Her son Herbert is a noted etcher. 


MR. BENJAMIN HELLER (Liverpool) 


Mr. J. Bernstein, President of the Bootle Congregation, 
Liverpool, writes: 

The Bootle Community have sustained a severe loss by the 
death of Mr. Benjamin Heller, who, as Treasurer of the Con- 
gregation and as representative at the Board of Deputies, and 
in other capacities, had always been a great asset to the Con- 
gregation and a splendid worker for charity. Merseyside has 
lost a Jew worthy of the name and tradition of our race, one 
who was respected by Jew and Gentile alike. ~ 


MR. SIMON J. LAMPEL 
Fifty Years of Communal Work 


A worker for half a century in Friendly Society, Syna- 
gogue, educational, and charitable movements passed away 
last week in the person of Mr. Simon J. Lampel. Mr. 
Lampel, who was 80 years old, had, up to the beginning 
of the Blitzkrieg, attended service regularly in all weathers 
at the East London Synagogue, of which he was Warden. 
During his stay in another part of London with his family, 
he had the experience of being extricated from a house 
damaged by enemy action. 

There were few aspects of communal work in which Simon 
Lampel was not keenly interested. He served as Treasurer 
of the St. James's Philanthropic Society and on aid societies 
of the Home for Jewish Incurables, Home for Aged Jews, 
and Jewish Orphanage. For over 40 years he assisted the 
L.C.C. in welfare and after-care work. For over 25 years 
he was one of the managers of the Mile End Group 5 of the 
L.C.C. Schools, serving for 12 years as Chairman. In Jewish 
education, he served on the Jewish Religious Education Board 
and Committees of the Yeshiva Etz Chaim. .He was an active 
worker in the Children’s Country Holidays Fund. 


THe Rev. M. Zerrertt, Minister of the East London 
Synagogue, writes: 

His long-standing membership of the East London = Syna- 
gogue gave him an opportunity of serving the United 
Synagogue. He was a member of many of the Council's Com- 
mittees, including the Mutual Aid Fund, the Welfare 
Committee, the Burial Society, and the Beth Hamedrash Com- 
mittee. Some of his most important work was achieved on the 
Welfare Committee. for he understood the East End and its 
many problems He represented the United Synagogue on 
the J.R.E.B. For the past eight years he served as Warden 
of the East Lonaon Synagogue, and it was during his tenure 
of office that the Joseph Stern Memorial Hall was erected. His 
wife predeceased him some 12 years ago, singe when his home 
life was maintained by the tender care and devotion of his 
daughter Annie, school teacher and communal worker. He is 
mourned by four daughters, and many relatives and friends, 
to whom his life and achievements will be an inspiration. 


Mr. J. Sotomon, General Secretary of the Grand Order 
of Israel and Shield of David, writes: 

For nearly 50 years he was a keen officer in Lodges of 
several Friendly Society Orders and independent societies. In 
the G.O.1.S.D. he had been a member of the Executive Council 
for 40 years, and was formerly Vice-Grand Master. On his 
75th birthday, his colleagues presented him with his. portrait 
in oils. He was a delegate to the Association of Friendly 
Societies and the Convalescent Home. At the interment last 
Thursday, at which the Order was represented by Bro. J.

CANTOR MORDECAI HERSCHMAN 


One of the best known of living Cantors, Mordecai Hersch- 
man, of New York, has diced there at the age of $2, following 
a long illness. 

It is now some years since Cantor Herschman was at the 
zenith of his powers. His reputation was world wide among 
those interested in Chazanut. His interpretation of the Jewish 
liturgy and singing of folk-songs was enjoyed in thousands of 
Jewish homes where his gramophone records were treasured. 


MR. BENNETT TAYLOR (Leeds) 


A loss to the Beth Hamedrash Hagodel in particular and 
to Leeds Jewry in general has been caused by the sudden 
death of the respected President of the Beth Hamedrash, Mr. 
Bennett B. Taylor, at the age of 38. 

At the funeral last week, the cortége was halted at the Beth 
Hamedrash, Newton Park View, where a service was held, 
attended by representatives of many Synagogues and 
institutions.

CONSULTATION ON JEWISH 
EDUCATION 


New Basis of Finance Suggested 
SELF-TAXATION SCHEME 


As a result of a two-day “Consultation” on Jewish 
education under war-time conditions at Oxford last week- 
end, it has been decided to appoint a Committee to formu- 
late a scheme of communal taxation for educational pur- 
poses through the services rendered by the Jewish 
Community to individual members. 

The Consultation, which was convened under the auspices 
of the Board of Deputies, the Central Committee for Jewish 
Education, and the Joint Emergency Committee, was concerned 
with the critical plight of Jewish education in this country, 
particularly in war-time, and the steps to be taken to place 
its finances On a permanent and regular basis. Professor S. 
Brodetsky and Dr. M_ Epstein were the Joint Chairmen. 

The opening session on Sunday morning was devoted to 
“Aims and Curriculum.” The Chief Rabbi, opening the dis- 
cussion, urged, the point that Jewish religious education was 
a life insurance of the Jewish Community; the Consultation 
had to consider how to make Anglo-Jewry pay the premium. 

The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, of Birmingham, suggested that more 
effective contact could be achieved with the scattered evacuated 
Jewish children by supplementing oral teaching with the dis- 
tribution of more literature. 

Sir Robert Waley-Cohen said that the purpose of education 
was to make Judaism a real and determining force in the lives 
of the Jewish people who were growing up and were going 
to live in this country. He did not think that the phenomena 
of Jews on the Continent should influence their shaping of 
Jewish education in this country, for those tragic phenomena 
were not specifically Jewish, but were part of the general phase 
of savagery which had been let loose by Nazidom. 

Mr. L. Bakstansky criticised Sir Rohert's plea not to take 
into account in the discussions on Jewish education the plight 
of the Jews on the Continent. The aim of Jewish education, 
like that of all education, had to be based on realities. He 
urged that Jewish education should seck to give a new orienta- 
tion to Jewish life and to undertake vocational guidance. 

Professor Norman -Bentwich also criticised Sir Robert, urg- 
ing tat unless the Jewish children in this country were given 
an understanding of the sufferings of the Jewish people and 
their plicht, it would be unfair: they would not be sufficiently 
prepared to assume the burden of Jewish life. He stressed 
the need for life in Eretz Yisrael to take a primary place in 
Jewish education in Jewish Communities all over the. world. 

Mr. I. Fishman, summing up, regretted the paucity of trained 


teachers. The communal aim of Jewish education was to pro-' 


vide the child with all possible opportunities of identifying 
himself with Jewish life under present conditions. They had 
also to aim at smoothing the way to a better understanding 
between Jews and non-Jews. And they should aim, too, at 
teaching the child the simpler forms of life, which should not 
be difficult now since many .evacuces were in rural surround- 
ings, coming into close contact with agriculture. The teaching 
of historv: Hebrew. the kev to Jewish literature ond to the child's 
identification with the Jewish people: and religion, the teaching 
of the unity of God and the brotherhood of man, were the 
essentials for the curriculum. 


The Problem of Finance 


The afternoon session, with Dr. Brodetsky in the Chair, 
dealt with “ The financing of education in war-time.’ Dr. 
Nathan Morris declared that the Community had never had a 
poley for education. It was now absurd to think of bolster- 
ing up the old system. They had to replace it by new methods 
in keeping with the times Before the war, the four bodies 
concerned with Jewish education spent about £60,000 a. vear 
in educating 14.000 children. The sum was_ substantial, but 
the trouble lav in the manner in which # was obtained. which 
was purely on a voluntary and “ anpeal”™ basis. What was 
needed was the achievement of educational unity. and an 
aboendonment of the system whereby each of the four bodies 
had its own “ beeging province.” As a consequence of the 
yvountary system of the past, Jewish education lacked dig¢nity: 
this drove out the best elements in the teaching profession and 
paralvsed the rest. 

iy Robert Watlev-Cohen said that when the Jewish Religious 
Fduecation Board was founded, the United Synagogue intro- 
duced a system of taxation whereby every member was required 
to contribute a percentage for Jewish education. It should 
not be difficult, he argued, to ask every Congregation to do 
the same. He also stressed the need for a central body to 
plan Jewish. education. 

Dr. Epstein ako urged centralisation. 

The new Committee referred to above was then formed. 

Dr M_ Epstein presided over the third session on Sunday 
evening on “ Forms of Organisation,” which was opened by 
Mr. J. Halpern, who said that hostels could not be provided 
for all Jewish evacuees, but that hostels were ideal, not only 
for the children they housed, but for the radiating influence 
they exercised over the surrounding areas. Por the scattered 
groups of children he suggested the formation of a panel of 
voluntary visitors who could attach themselves to the various 
centres and form a link also with the parents. 

It was announced that Mr. Il. W. Goldberg, one of the Joint 
Treasurers of the Joint Emergency Committee, had promised 
to contribute £500 a year, in memory of his mother, to finance 
an educational journal. “* Young Jewry’s Weekly.” 

At Monday's proceedings, Dr. Nathan Morris gave a general 
survey of the problems of methods of instruction. He thought 
that the best means of securing the teaching of the three wital 
subjects. Hebrew, history, and religion, would be. by a new 
integration, round the study of the Festivals. 

Dr. Cecil Roth read a paper on “ The Teaching of History.” 
He dealt with the relative values of Classical or more recent 
Jewish history under present conditions. It was essential, he 
said. that scripture history should not be left to the non- 
Jewish teachers in the day-schools. The Jewish interpreta- 


tion needed to be given, but the importance of the modern. 


period was mescapable. 

The Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki read a paper on “ Methods of 
Teaching Hebrew” at the afternoon meeting, and contended 
that although the principles of the Ivrit b'Ivrit method might 
possibly apply, the method itself could not now be used. His 
view was comhated by other delegates. 

He was followed by Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman, who dealt 
with “ The Teaching of Religion.” Dr. Lehrman said that 
the main problem was how to extract the vitamins of our 
religion and present them in a palatable form. 

On the Sabbath morning, the Chief Rabbi delivered a sermon 
at the Oxford Synagogue to a crowded congregation, and a 
public meeting took place in the evening at the Jewish Com- 
munal Centre. The meeting. which was presided over by Mr. 
Neville Laski, K.C., was addressed by Professor S. Brodetsky, 
President of the Board of Deputies; Dr. Epstein, Chair- 
man of the Central Committee for Jewish Education; the Rev. 
Dr. A. Cohen, of Birmingham; Rabbi Dr. Samuec!] Daiches, 
Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman, and Dr. Cecil Roth.

MEMBERS 


Soldiers’ Letters Reflect Club Influence

Jewish club magazines and news sheets continue to act as 
efficient, and at times the sole means of contact between the 
club and its members in the Forces. Time and again one 
finds in their columns tributes from soldier and sailor members 
who have had their memories stimulated back to more pleasant 
times by these periodicals.

Soldier, sailor, and airman members will appreciate the effort 
put up for them by those who are still “ civilians” to have 
a better club for them when they return. The new club is 
equipped with ultra-violet ray lamps. The boys themselves 
did most of the moving and repair work. 

A newcomer to the club magazine list is the magazine of the 
Youth Club recently founded im a shelter about which | have 
written. On the cover is a copy of the letter from Lord 
Nuffield enclosing a cheque for £25. 

“In view of the worthiness of this cause. the letter 
says “he feels that your appeal is one to which he would 
like to give preference over the many others of somewhat 
similar nature which he has under consideration at the present 
time.” 

From this “ baby ™ publication we can, by contrast, pass on 
to what must be one of the oldest Jewish Club magazines, the 
STEPNIAN, the monthly magazine of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ 
Club. It has the good fortune to be edited by one of the most 
club-conscious young Jews in the Community, Alan Silverman. 


Under “ Stepney Scandal’ in this issue, appears this query: 
“ For some time past Alan Silverman has n known to fit 
off to the country at week-ends.

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NEW YEAR FOR TREES

EXT Wednesday we celebrate the 
Nee Year for Trees. Although it 
seems ‘still like winter and snow 
covers part of the world, especially in the 
northern countries, it is the beginning of 
a New Year for Nature. At this season, 
not only in Palestine, the sap, refreshed 
from its winter's sleep, begins to rise in 
the trees, and the first warm rays of the 
spring sun help to swell the tiny buds that 
foimed last autumn and remained tightly 
folded during the dark winter days, care- 
fully nursing the precious baby blossoms. 
You will see the buds opening, little by 
little, if you look carefully every day, until 
the first tiny pale green leaves appear. 
That is why the fifteenth of Shevat is called 
the New Year for Trees, and this day 
marks the beginning of the harvest year 
for all the agricultural workers in Palestine. 
I do not suppose that this year, while 
fruit is such a luxury, vou will be able to 
indulge in the custom of eating fifteen 
different kinds of fruits, which ts the usual 
celebration here for this day, but if you 
can only manage a piece of one or two 
fruits, eat them and think of the spring 
days to follow with their promise of 
abundant harvest. 


Girt oF ALMONDS 


Perhaps some of you will remember that 
before the war the Jewish National Fund 
always presented each child with a bag of 
almonds on Shevat 1S. Why almonds, do 
you ask? Almonds in Hebrew are UPW 
and mean the “earliest” or first blossoms, 
and they were meant to show you that the 
New Year for Trees was an important day 
in Eretz Yisrael. The rose-white buds of 
the almond, are the first messengers of 
spring. 

In Palestine itself, the day is a school 
holiday and every child plants a young 
tree which it will care for and tend during 
the coming year. Meanwhile songs are 
sung in which old and young join, and a 
picnic lunch is arranged, while fruit and 
sweets are given to the younger children, 
who look on the day as a real “ Simcha.” 
What a gay sight it is! All the boys and 
girls dressed in their best, many waving 
flags. and banners, dancing along the 
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suburbs of the cities to plant their saplings 
and return late in the evening with a song 
of joy on their lips.

NO REPRESENTATIVE JEWISH BODY 


Your editorial note last week on the question of Jewish 
national participation in the war was timely and salutary. 
There exists a grave danger that this war may end without 
specific Jewish participation in the war and, in conse- 
quence, without Jewish recognition at the peace confer- 
ence. The creation of a Palestine Corps, in which Jews 
might serve, as foreshadowed by Lord Halifax, is clearly 
something quite different from Jewish participation in the 
war. It can represent only a section of the Jewish people. 
It is unfortunate that we Jews have not yet established 
a body which could claim to represent us. We want inter- 
national recognition—but we do not even display our own 
belief in our nationhood sufficiently to set up a body 
through which our national will can be expressed. The 
setting up of a representative body—in the nature of a 
National Committee—is urgently desirable. But the main 
obstacle at the moment is the Jewish Agency, whose 
leaders apparently, for fear of being forced to give up 
their own claims to representation, refuse to cauntenance 
the creation of a truly representative body. A determined 
effort should be made to overcome this resistance. —

THE LAST INVASION 


Inspecting the exhibition “Invasion™ in the building of 
the Bodleian Library in Oxford I found only one memento 
regarding the Jews of Britain in the days of the expected 
invasion by Napoleon's army. It depicts a coloured carica- 
ture of a Jew fighting with a musket against a French 
soldier similarly armed. The latter wears the well known 
Napoleonic uniform and his face is characteriSed by huge 
whiskers. The Jew is presented as formidable with a black 
“Jewish” beard, and his shaggy hair falls upon his 
shoulders, He ts not a soldier and seems to be a volunteer 
dressed in “Jewish” civilian clothes; yellowish brown 
trousers reaching below the knee, a long caftan of the same 
colour, grey spats, black shoes, and round his neck is 
twisted a white shawl and on his head is a. black soft 


felt hat with a wide brim. The title of the caricature is: 


“ The Loyal Jew—and the French Soldier; or Beard against 
Whiskers! ~ The picture has two inscriptions. The first, 
above the French soldier: “ Come—Come—Surrender! ™ 
The second, above the Jewish volunteer: “ Vat. Shurender 
Jean Bools property—-never while I am a Jhew.—TFll let 
you know, Mounsheer, dat I fight for King Gheorge, and 
the Shynagogue !" The print was issued as one of many 
caricatures——most of which are shown in the exhibition 
in connection with the expected invasion of Napoleon 
Bonaparte, in “London Pubd. September, 1803, by W.

UNITY—AGAINST “JEWISH PHILISTINES ” 


Every time IT open the “ Mishneh Torah” I am deeply 
touched by something which seems to me to symbolise the 
Jewish spirit. You find Rambam and Rabed printed 
on the same page. The same principle applies to Rashi 


and lossafot, to Caro and Isserles. More than any ser-. 


mon, any eloquent appeal, any historical treatise, this fact, 
1 think, ought to speak to us to-day. Before teaching a 
single page of Gemara, one Halachah of the Shulchan 
Aruch or one Perek of the Jad ha-chasakah, we should 
Stress this example and say: Look here, this is the Jewish 
spirit. A’ single page—but on it Rashi and Tossafot, 
Rambam and Rabed, Halachot and Hassagot, Caro and 
R'ma. Different opinions, sometimes even contradicting 
each other—but, nevertheless, together. Only unimportant, 
insignificant, and conceited men despise and ignore each 
other. It is our task to-day to live up to this tradition. 
The “ Rabbinic Anthology,” written by C. G. Montefiore 
and H. Loewe together, is an expression of this true Jewish 
spirit in our times. Can't we follow them? Not in a book 
Or at a conference, but in our public life. Our different 
forms of religious observance are often misunderstood and 
misinterpreted, or described at their worst. To be Orthodox 
is taken to mean “eating kasher food.” To.be Liberal is 
regarded as equivalent to “making religion as easy as 
possible.” Or, to put both into a kind of mathematical 
formula: “Orthodoxy = Halachot Shechita + Halachot 
Trefa+Halachot Melichah,” or shorter: “Orthodoxy = 
110 paragraphs of Yoreh Deah.” “ Liberalism = Judaism + 
opportunism — difficulties,” or shorter: “ Liberalism equals 
Christianity minus Jesus.” We know for certain that both 


these formulas are wrong’ Real Orthodoxy is not a 
“cookery book” and real Reform is not a “ chameleon.” 
Both of them represent deep religious conviction, a way of 
life founded on a rock of faith. Must we imitate our 
enemies by taking each other at our worst, instead of at 
our best? Religion involves being sincere, being honest, 
taking things seriously. There is, I think, one exception: 
the “ Jewish Philistine.” He has lost his sense of honour, 
and mocks and ridicules everything Jewish. His interests 
are only material and selfish. If Reform, Orthodoxy, and 
Liberalism could meet on the basis of fighting the “ Jewish 
Philistine,” a new epoch of positive work could begin. “And 
I will give them one heart and will put a new spirit within- 
in you.” But this new spirit is in reality only the spirit 
of Rashi and Rabbi Isaac, of Maimonides and Abraham 
ben David, of Joseph Caro and Moses Isserles. Let our 
watchword be for unity—frank and proclaimed unity— 
against the Jewish Philistine. Rass: Dr. R. Brascu (North 
London Liberal Synagogue), 150, Osbaldeston Road, N.16. 


COMMUNAL CO-ORDINATED CHARITIES 


In the course of my work as Secretary of organisations 
which have to go to the Community for donations, I have 
long realised that the question of the multiplicity of appeals 
ought to be taken in hand by a central communal body.

“the regularisation of all public appeals.” and the great 
difficulties which now confront all charities demands that 
immediate action to this end be taken. The Charities 
Registration Committee of the Board of Deputies, which 
is one step in the right direction, and is performing a 
very useful function, had submitted to it on November 7 
a Communal Co-ordinated Charities Scheme, which I trust 
will receive its early consideration. It is appreciated, of 
course, that the Board of Deputies is at present very much 
occupied with its present “Appeal. I would, however, urge 
that a Sub-Committee be appointed without delay to con- 
sider the application of this, or some similar scheme, 
which could be put into operation as quickly as possible.

whether evacuees or in the Forces, in touch 
with each other and with their old institu- 
tions. Mr. Alan Silverman, editor of the 
Srernian, the organ of the Stepney Jewish 
Lads’ Club, tells me, for instance, of the 
contacts made and kept through his little 
magazine's circulation, The current tissue 
gives details of the formation of the Jewish 
Youth Club in Oxford, of which he ts the 
Chairman (The opening meeting is reported 
in this issue.) As a result, three evacuated 
Stepney members have joined the new 
Oxtord club; a former member in the 
Army, while on leave and visiting his 

arents in a town some miles away, made 
Ris wav to the Oxford club: and a soldier- 
member of the Oxford club went to the 
North of England on leave and returned 
with the news that he had met two Stcpney 
members in the Forces at his home town. 


CHURCH RECALLS SYNAGOGUE 


One of the many Liverpool churches 
which have been destroved or damaged by 
enemy action is, it has now been revealed tn 
the local press, the Parish Church of Liver- 
pool (St. Nicholas’s, Pierhead), upon whose 
site Liverpool folk have worshipped for at 
least seven hundred vears. Only the walls 
and tower now remain. A_ correspondent 
recalls that the architect of this tower, which 
was built during the Napoleonic wars to 
replace one which had collapsed in 1805, 
was the man who also designed the long- 
since-demolished Seel Street Synagogue, the 
home from 1807 to 1874 of the Liverpool 
Old Hebrew Congregation (since the latter 
date at Princes Road). The architect was 
named Harrison, of Chester, and a con- 
temporary historian of Liverpool (W. 
Smithers), in a volume published in 1825, 
writes of the Synagogue: “No matter for 
how long it is viewed, it does not tire the 
eye. which is a criterion of good taste in 


the architect.” A picture of the Synagogue —

She knows only 
too well that her whole being is adversely 
affected if she allows her appearance to 
degenerate and her person to become slov- 
enly or untidy, Even a hole in her stocking 
will put a perfectly expert typist off her 
stroke! Our male critics and would-be 
dress reformers should begin to calculate 
the added efficiency in the national effort 
if the women who are now to participate 
so largely are able at the same time to feel 
that they “ go to it” bewitchingly garbed. 

Simplicity —by all means; durability —we 
hasten to concede it. Furthermore, we have 
acquiesced with good grace in the dis- 
appearance of all that multiplicity of shades 
of one colour which formerly preoccupied 
us when choosing and at the same time 
rather bewildered our menfolk. We know 
that we are rationed these days to a narrow 
choice of colour, and that basically our 
spring outfit has to be composed in some 
serviceable hue.

SOME MORE SUPPER DISHES | 


Cabbage with Tomato Sauce and Rice 


CHoose a good, firm, medium-sized 
cabbage, remove discoloured leaves: trim 
stalks and shred finely. Heat 2. table- 
spoonfuls of oil or margarine (or half of 
each) and lightly fry a tablespoonful finely 
chopped onion (or leek), then add shredded 
cabbage and pour over either a tin of 
tomato juice or about ¢ pint light stock to 
which } tin of tomatoes or 2 teaspoonfuls 
tomato purée have been added, season with 
salt and pepper. cover closely, and cook 
slowly tll the cabbage ts tender, keeping it 
well stirred. 

Serve this with some well-seasoned boiled 
rice. 

Lentil Patties 

Boi. 6 ozs. soaked lentils with a chopped 
onion until tender, then strain off any 
liquid (reserve for soup). Add a knob of 
margarine, teaspoonful yeastral or 
marmite, and season with salt and pepper 
and a pinch of herbs. Stir over a gentle 


heat for 2 or 3 minutes, and when cold’ 


use instead of meat for patties or 
turnovers. 

Cabbage Cakes 
Cooked cabbage; hot boiled rice and 


mashed potato, | breakfastcupful of each: 1 
eg2: salt and pepper; breadcrumbs or oatmeal. 
‘Use the rice hot; chop cabbage finely and 


mix with mashed potato and hot rice, add 
the volk of a fresh egg or a prepared dry 
one. Season highly with salt and pepper 
and mix thoroughly. Spread evenly on a 
plate till cold, then form into round or tri- 
angular cakes about } inch thick. Brush 
over with the white of egg or a little milk 
and dip in breadcrumbs or oatmeal. Fry 
a golden brown. 


Vegetarian Toad in the Hole 


Mix together 6 ozs. cooked lentils, 1 gill 
cooked rice. tablespoonfuls mashed 
potato, and 2 ozs. breadcrumbs, season with 
salt and pepper and a pinch of mixed 
herbs, add | oz. melted margarine and a 
fresh or dried egg. Mix very thoroughly. 
roll into little sausages, put in a well-greased 
dish, pour over the batter. and bake in a 
moderately hot oven for about } hour. 

For the batter: Sieve 4 ozs. flour and } 
teaspoonful salt into a basin, make a well 
in the centre and drop in an egg (fresh or 
dried). gradually add 1 gill milk stirring 
till quite smooth, beat till air bubbles form, 
then stir in another gill of milk and leave 
to stand at least an hour before using. 


Oatmeal Scones 
Oatmeal, | Ib.; margarine, 24 ozs.: self- 


raising flour, } Ib.; salt, $ teaspoonful; milk, 
pint, 


Put oatmeal, flour, and salt into a bowl, 
rub in the margarine, and mix to a very 
stiff dough with milk. Knead on a floured 
board till quite smooth. Roll out about 
$ inch thick, cut into triangles, and bake in 
a moderate oven or on a greased girdle,

Continued from page 1 


In the meantime, the Canadian authorities were informed 
by the Home Office, and they themselves discovered, that there 
were a large percentage of genuine refugees, mostly Jews, among 
the deportees, and they decided to separate them into several 
sections. The Nazis and Nazi sympathisers, mostly belonging 
to category “ A,” were brought to special camps. The refugees 
were separated, to their surprise and much against their wishes, 
into Jews and Gentiles, just as is the case in Nazi Germany. 
_“ The refugees protested vigorously against such a distinc- 
tion, but with a few exceptions the separation was enforced.” 

The Gentile refugees were concentrated in camp “A ™ under 
satisiactory conditions, while the Jewish refugees were placed 
in camps “ B,” “1,” and “N.” Conditions in these last two 
camps, as far as accommodation is concerned, are very unsatis- 
factory, goes on my informant. “Camp ‘N’ has tnree big loco- 
motive tepair shops. One is used as a combined dining-hall, 
kitchen, and workshop, and the two others as sleeping quarters. 
One hall is for about 400 men and one for 250. Until the 
end of December there was not sufficient space for educational 
and cultural purposes.” 

“amp “I” is an old fortress with tinv windows, so that 
there is not enough light to read by and the amount of space 
is limited. In camp “ B,” where the Orthodox Jews lived, 
accommodation is satisfactory. (Difficulties in this camp were 
dealt with in last weck’s Jewisn Cronicte.) 

“ Some of the mail restrictions,” he concluded, “ have been 
lifted in the camps, and refugees are now allowed to send 
wires, COMmMunicate with refugce Committees, etc., and follow 
up their release and immigration questions.” 


The sending of money to alicns interned in Canada is for- 
bidden, it was announced last week, because of “ the vital 
necessity of conserving Britain's financial resources in Canada.” 
A Treasury official, writing to Lord Lytton, Chairman of the 
Advisory Council on Aliens, stated: “ We have had to divert 
foreign exchange for the maintenance or benefit of individuals 
such as, for example, wives and children evacuated from the 
United Kingdom. We should feel it impossible to allow trans- 
fers to internees, who are provided by the Government with 
board and lodging, and can in some cases, | believe, carn 
pocket-money in addition.”

FROM CANADA TO HUYTON 
Internees Move in Reverse 


Internees brought back from Canada to appear before a 
tribunal have been subjected to a hardship that could easily 
have Been avoided, says the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN. They 
were taken from ship to Huyton Camp without their rela- 
tives having been given a chance to see them, This although 
the men—many of them young undergraduates—had been 
for nearly nine months in Canadian camps, where corre- 
spondence had suffered considerable restrictions and delays.

NEW POSSIBILITIES FOR REFUGEES 
‘The Leicester Conference 


Refugee employment was the main theme at the recent 
delegate conference of refugee aid organisations, held in 
Leicester and attended by Government officials (reported 
briefly in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE). 

Mrs. Reisner, of the International Labour Branch of the 
Ministry of Labour, said that Mr Bevin was most anxious 
that all refugees should make whatever contribution they could 
to the national effort. The policy of the Government had now 
turned to urging refugees to take useful employment. . The 
Government, she added, had opened all Government training 
schemes to retugees. 

Later, Mrs. Reisner conducted a party round the Lcicester 
Training Centre, where delegates were able to see the elhcirency 
of the Government training course , 

The conference also considered the Government's. internment 
policy, and the Manchester Committees put forward a resolu- 
tion that the present war, being a conflict of ideas and not 
nationalities, the treatment of aliens should be brought more 
into conformity .with the ideas for which Britain is at war. 
Ihe status of aliens friendly to this country should be clearly 
defined. 

Ic was decided that the delegatés should take the proposal 
back to the constituent bodies for discussion, and the resolution 
was withdrawn. 

Mr. H. H. C. Prestige, of the Ahens Department of the 
Home Office, greatly assisted the conference by replying to 
innumerable questions about internment, release, and employ- 
ment of reltugees. 

Mr. Otto Schiff. C.B.E., who presided over the session on 
enlistment in the Forces, paid tribute to the co-operation which 
existed between the various refugee organisations 

Speaking as Chairman of the Jewish Refugees Committee 
since its inception in 1933, he expressed his appreciation, on 
behalf of that Committee and the Anglo-Jewish Community, 
of the great assistance given to Jewish refugees from Germany 
by committees and individuals all over the country, regard- 
less of race or religion. He also paid high tribute to the 
friendly co-operation extended to Jewish organisations by the 
Christian Council and its Chairman the Rev. Henry* 
Carter, C.B.E.

NEW METROPOLITAN SYMPHONY 
ORCHESTRA 
An Effect that Fell Short 


At the Central Hall last week-end the New Metropolitan 
Symphony Orchestra continued its serics of concerts with a 
programme which included Beethoven's Seventh Symphony and 
Bruch’s Violin Concerto. Schubert's “ Rosamunde " Overture 
made a good beginning to the programme, giving tt life and 
spirit from the first notes. ‘The performance of the symphony 
was characteristic of this orchestra's work, and also of Serge 
Krish, the conductor's, abilities. 

The introduction of the first movement was taken at a nice, 
even pace, reflective and pensive, and the transition to the 
Vivace was excellently conceived, so that not until the first 
repeat of the main theme was there full certainty that, after 
all, there was to be vivacity. In fact, with an orchestra rather 
more responsive to the nuances of the conductor's intention the 
result would have been extremely good. But the finer shades 
of musical thought are still beyond the powers of the orchestra, 
and the effect did not quite come off. That ts not to say that 
the orchestra's performance was poor, for at times it was very 
good. 

Eda Kersey played the solo part in the Concerto, which will 
always live for its Adagio movement. There was rather a tailing 
off at the end of the programme with Strauss’s “ Tales trom the 
Vienna Woods” and Elgar's * Pomp and Circumstance No, 1.”
